1. Four estates, including Santosh (6 annas) were released from the 
management by the Court of Wards during the year, but ten new estates 
were added, of which the most important was the Kakina estate which, 
however, carried with it aheavy liability. The total rent demand of the 
estates under the Court's management was Rs. 136°7 Jakhs as against 
Rs. 110, 105 and 107 lakhs in the preceding three years, Of the total of 
Rs, 136°7 lakhs, over 22 lakhs must be classed as doubtful debts. ‘I'here 
was a slight fall in the percentage of collection, but it was still 110°7 per 
cent. of the current demand. 


2. Tho total of the debts outstanding at the close of the year was 
Rs. 85°6 lakhs ; and though according to the schemes of repayment these 
debts should have been reduced to Rs. 30°5 lakhs, the Governor in Council 
recognises the difficulties in carrying out these schemes fully, and notices 
with satisfaction that the debts of one large estate were all liquidated 
during the year, and the debts of four other estates were repaid well in 
advance of their schemes. 


3. The cost of management proper was 13°2 per cent. of the current 
demand, but His Excellency regrets that so much as 8 per cent. should 
have been spent in addition on law charges. It is satisfactory, however, that 
the Court found it possible to disburse the minimum rates of 1 per cent. for 


education and 3 per cent. for agricultural and sanitary improvements in the 
solvent estates, 


4. The thanks of the Governor in Council are due to the Board of 
Revenue for the administration of the estates under the management of the 


Court of Wards, He also notices with pleasure the good work done by the 
managers mentioned in the report.

The cost of maintaining the vernacular training 
schools amounted during the year to Its, 114,501, as against 
Rs, 1,06,151 in the preceding year. Of the total maintenance charges, 
Rs, 1,09,630 came from provincial revenues, The vernacular training 
schools, passed 146 students out of 194 candidates who appeared at the 
Final Examination. 

‘During the year the rate of stipends payable to students under 
training in vernacular training schools was taised from Rs. 6 to Rs, 10 
a month, thus making the value of the stipends equal to those received 
by primary school teachers under training in guru-training schoo! 

In addition, 79 stipends which had been in abeyance owing to strin- 
gent financial conditions were restored during the year.

Professional and technical education. 


1. Law colleges and classes.—As in the previous year facilities 
for the study of law» existed in the University Taw College,gCaleutta, 

for ‘in the Law Departments of the Ripon College and the University 
ay Dacca ‘The number of students in the three institutions rose 

3,034 to 8,804. Of these 3,186 were ‘Hindus, 589 were Muhammadans 
aio) belonged to other communities. ‘The total expenditure of the 
Uuiversity Law College, Calentta, and the Law Department of the 
Ripon College amounted during the year, to Rs. 2,78,405 as compared 
Tai Rs, 247,885 in the previous year. ‘The expenditure incurred on 

the Law Department of the University of Dacca, which has not been 
thown separately in the University returns, has been included in the 
tables under the head ‘ University "’. Of the 1,633 candidates who 


appeared at the B.L., Examination 654 were successful. 

2, Modical colleges and schools. —There are in Bengal three institu- 
tions where advanced medical education is given—the Calcutta Medical 
College, the Carmichael Medical College, Belgachia, and the School of 
Tropical Medicine and Hygiene. These institutions together had 1,599 
students (including 13 women) on the 31st March 1926, as compared 
with 1,682 pupils on the ‘cotresponding date in the previous year. »Of 
these students 1,415 were Hindus, 137 Muhammadans and 47 belonged 
to other communities. The total cost of maintaining the three institu- 
tions amounted to Rs. 9,98,991, as compared with Rs, 10,44,220 in the 
year 1924-25, Out of 564 candidates who appeared in the Final 
Examination 192 were declared to have passed. 

On the lst March 1926 there were 8 medical schools in the Presi- 
dency with 1,804 pupils (inéluding 34 women) on their rolls, as against 
8 schools having 1,851 pupils in 1924-25. ‘The cost of these medical 
schools was Rs. 2,79,492, as against Rs. 2,70,736 in the previous year. 
Of the 506 students who sab for the Final Examination 821 were 
successful. . 

3. Bengal Engineering College—QOn the 3lst March 1926 the 
Bengal Engineering College had 294 pupils on the rolls, viz., 134 in 
the civil engineering classes, 66 in the mechanical and electrical 
engineerfng classes, 45 in the mining classes, and 49 in the industrial 
classes, as against 321 students on the corresponding date of 1925. Of 
these students 244 were Hindus, 30 Muhammadans, 17 Europeans and 
Anglo-Indians, and 8 Indian Christians. The cost of maintaining the 
college during the year amounted to Rs. 3,56,228, af which 
Rs. 3,21,186 came from provincial revenues; the corresponding figures 
for the previous year were Rs. 3,27,46 and Rs. 2,98,440 respectively. 
‘The value of the outturn of work from the college workshops amounted 
approximately to Rs. 11,184. ‘The results of the college in the various

10. Agriguitural education.—The old demand for “‘ more technical 
and vocational education” is apparently in Bengal slowly crystallisin, 
on one side at least into a desire for a definite scheme of agricultural 
education for its sons, The desire is unformulated and vague, but. is 
evidence of full realisation of the fact that in her land, Bengal has still 
& vast undeveloped estate. Bengal is not alone in this; other pro- 
vinces in India (and the Punjab with notable success) have tackled 
similar problems, and the Government of Bengal during the year sent 
to the Punjab a Committee representing both educational and agricul- 
tural interests to study at first hand the scheme which has been evolved 
in that province, whereby agriculture has been introduced into the 
ewriculum of middle schools. The valuable report issued by that Com- 
mittee and the proposals which resulted from it are at present under 
the consideration of Government. The publication of the rt and 
the arrival of a Royal Commission on Agriculture have aie great 
stimulus to projects for introducing agricultural teaching in schools: 
but there are big problems which still await solution, of which the

Girls’ ‘education has 

only in a relatively small number of cases progressed beyond the primary 

stage. It is in a few of the larger centres of population only, where 

opportunity and more enlightened public obition combine, that 
secondary or collegiate education for girls exists at all.

—During the Year there were 4 arts colleges 
for women, including the Intermediate Department of the Eden High 
School, Dacca.

Most of the industrial schools for girls are 
under Mission management. These schools teach lace-making, kemit- 
ting, sewing and dressmaking besides imparting general education. 

8. Zenana education.—On the 3ist March 1926 there were 64 


zenana teachers teaching in all 1,311 pupils. As was stated in the

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certain features from the Parents’ National Union scheme of educa- 
tion which has achieved so conspicuous a success in England. 
Experimental work is Se conducted at Dacca by Mr, West, the 
Principal of the Teachers’ raining College, and there are indications 
that some measure of success has ‘been achieved, particularly in the 
teaching of hygiene. But any definite pronouncement as’ to the 
utility of the scheme or its power to broak down illiteracy among 
i women and girls more rapidly than is being done y other 

methods of education must be postponed till the full period of three 
Years for which the experiment has been sanctioned has expired. 

9. Needle-work.—The standard of needle-work in girls’ schools 
has very obviously improved under the guidance of trained mistresses, 
The sewing grant of Re, 1 per school given by the department was 
continued with satisfactory results. The Tady Carmichael needle- 
work diploma is a stimulus making for improvement. 

10. Goveducation.—The number of itls reading in boys’ schools 
rose during the year under review from 54,907 to, 57,043.

Education of Europeans and Anglo-Indians. 


1. Institutions.—The number of institutions for the education of 
s and Anglo-Indians was 63 at the end of the year 1925-26— 
we as in the preceding year. Of the 63. institutions 59 were 
for general education and 4 for ial instruction, the corres- 
ding figures for the preceding year being 58 and s respectively. 
‘e increase of one institution for general education is due to the 
incl 's Home which is now temporarily recognised as 
® primary school. The Calcutta Technical School has’ been excluded 
from “special institutions ’', -as it is now regarded as an institution 
for all communities and not’ for Europeans and Anglo-Indians only, 
Of the schools for general education 14, were higher secondary, 
7 secondary, 20 higher grade, 17 primary, and 1 ungraded. Govern- 
ment directly controlled 3 of these, viz., the Victoria Boys’ School, the 
Dow Hill Girls’ School and the Dow Hill Training College, Kurseong; 
the other schools were under the management of railway authorities, 
religious orders, and. so on,

‘Association, and approved by the Calcutta Trades Association. The 
Graft course is now under the consideration of the department.

the other at Serajganj. The former is maintained by Government and 
the latter is in receipt of aid from provincial revenues. ‘There were 
$4 students in the intermediate classes of the two colleges on 31st March 
1926, against 78 on the corresponding date of the previous year. 
81 candidates who appeared in the tatainie Intermediate Examination 
33 were successful. ‘The Islamic Intermediate College is the only Gov- 
ernment institution of the type ‘“C’” recommended by the Caleutta 
University Commission. ‘The teaching staff was at the start placed on a 
temporary basis. It has recently been placed on a permanent footing. 

4, Madrasahs.—On tho Slst March 1926 there were in the Pre- 
sideney 467 madrasahs with an enrolment of 42,627 pupils; the corres- 
ponding figures for the previous vear were 412 and, 36,499 respectively.

Examination rose from 22 in 1921-22 to 31 in 1925-26, 

9. New scholarships and stipends.—During the year under review 4 
special scholarships of Rs. 15 each a month were created by Govern- 
ment for Moslem students in the upper subordinate classes of the 
Ahsanullah School of Engineering, Dacca. The scholarships are tenable 
for three years. ‘The creation of 7 scholarships of Re, 5 cach month, 
tenable for four years to be awarded on the results of the examination 
held at the end of the junior madrasah course, was also sanctioned by 
Government. These scliclivalive are awarded in ‘consideration of merit 
and are tenable in reformed senior (high) madrasahs and high schools, 
in addition to 23 stipends of Rs. 5 each a month tenable for teo years to 

awarded on the result of the examination held at the end of the 
junior madrasah course, 

}0. Mohsin Endowment Fund.—In 1925-26 the income of the 
Mohsin Endowment Fund was estimated at Rs. 98,820. The fund had 
an opening balance of Rs. 23,024. The total expenditure from the fund 
was estimated at Rs. 1,01,416; of this Ks. 60,609 was for education’ 
Purposes, 

‘The Mohsin Fund is quite separate from the Education budget, and 
the te and expenditure of the fund find no place in the accounts 
of the public revenues of the province. 


In order to balance the receipts and the recurring expenditure of the 
fund, a reduction was made in the scale of educational expendstore te 
the amount of Rs. 3,516 a year. As a result of this Mohsin scholarshipe

11. Special fi ies for Muhammadans,—Muhammadan students 
continued to enjoy during the year under repori the special concessions 
stated in previous sigan reports, viz., the reservation of places in 
Government and ‘aided schools, the grant of special scholarships and 
stipends, and free studentships to the extent of 16 per cent. of thar own 
enrolmé 


12. Islamia College, Caloutta.—The buildings of the Islamia 
College, Calcutta, the foundation stone of which was laid ty a Excel- 
leney Lord Lytton in December 1924, were completed by, Match 1926, 
Accommodation for 400 students has been provided, the numbers oats 
Limited to 125 in each of the Ist and 2nd year classes and to 75 in eacl 
of the 3rd and 4th year classes. ‘The college is affiliated to the I-A., 
LSe. and B.A, ‘standards (including Honours). The chief aim’ of the 
establishment of the college is the provision of better facilities for the 
collegiate education of Moslem students than exist at present and to 
maintain in ial Islamic college that Islamic atmosphere which is 
so- essential ‘oslem opinion if the educational process is to achieve 
its aim by training the spirit and character as well as the intellect.

Department in future. Of direct appointments to the posts of Su ive 
sept Iuspector of Schools, Sub-Inspector of Schools, Assistant Bande 
Masters of Government High and ‘Normal Schools and Enj hay 
ance tar teachers, 40 per cent, will at present be reserved pe i:

In non-Government high schools the position of Moslem teachers 14 
won they form only about 18-0 per cent. of the total teaching 
women in euch institutions against 24°18 per cont. in Government higl 
vechouls, ‘An improvement in the existing state of things is a necessity, 
in the interests of the unity and harmonious integration of the two great 
Communities of the province; but while Government can help to a s! ‘ht 
extent, full salvation ean only come from @ rapid spread of higher 
education among the Moslems of Bengal. In the schools an the 
(amenities and ‘other places of advanced education, the Moslems of 
Bengal will find the key which will unlock to them slowly but surely 
the door of professional equality with their Hindu competitors. 

During the yenr, or shortly after its close, the sum subscribed for 
the Moslem Scholarship Fund, founded by Nawab Musharuff, Hossain, 
with a donation of Rs. 20,000 and named after His Excellency the 
Governor, was increased to Rs. 45,000 by further donations, the Nawab 
iso guaranteeing to find an additional Rs. 1,800 a year for six, years,

CHAPTER XI. 


Education of special classes. 


1. Education of chiefs and nobles.—Bengal has no special ‘institu- 
tion for the education of the sons and wards of Indian chiefs and 
nobles. The Nawab Bahadur’s Institution at Murshidabad has, 
however, special arrangements for educating boys of the Nizamat 
family, one of the four hostels attached to the school being rest 
exclusively for boys of the Nizamat family. There were 26 boys. in 
this hostel during the year—the same number as in the preceding 
year—and the’cost of maintenance was Rs. 6,211 

2. Education of aborigines and the children of backward 
olasses.—Among aboriginal races the Sonthals and among educa- 
tionally backward communities the Namasudras and Pods appear to 
be making satisfactory progress in education. On the 31st March 
1926, altogether 254,853 boys and 23,172 girls belonging to com- 
munities that are educationally backward were under instruction in 
the various grades of institutions in the Presidency. A reference 
to the following paragraphs will show what progress was made duri 


the year by members of these classes in each part of the Presidency 
separately :— 


| Caloutta—During the year under review there were in Caloutta 
13 primary schools under the management of Christian missions and 
6 under Hindu management, chiefly intended for pupils of the 
educationally backward classes. Oui of 807 pupils reading in these 
schools 497 were pupils of backward communities.

end of January 1927, The need for larger hostel accommodation for 
the students of the Ahsanullah Sehool of Engineering, Dacca, was 
k felt. Funds have been allotted in the current year, and it is 
hoped that’ work will soon be commenced on this very necewary addi, 





tion to the School of Engineering. . 


2. Messes.—As in previous years the mess schemes at Calcutta 
and Dacca were d by the local Standing Committees with as- 
sistance from provi revenues, The primary responsibility for the 
management of the students’ messes at Dacca now rests with the Board 
of Intermediate and Secondary Education. 


a. Physioal training.—A six weeks’ training class for drill and 
gymnastic teachers was held at the Young ‘Men's Christian Association 
gymnasium in Mechuabazarg Caleutta, under the supervision of Mr. N. 
Ghosh, Adviser in Physical, Education, Bengal. ‘The class was attend. 
ed by’ teachers employed in Government as well as non-Government 
institutions; the Physical Instructor of the school attached to. the 
Alipore Juvenile Jail was also permitted to attend, the training clare, 
‘The arrangement cost Government Rs, 250, which included the travel- 
ling expenses and, house allowances of Government school teachers. 
Successful candidates were awarded certificates of proficiency on’ the 
completion of the course. 

The increasing attention which is now being paid to physical cul- 
ture in schools and colleges is reflected in the attitude of the Univer. 
sities. The circular issued recently by the University of Calutta aims 
at introducing some form of drill, physical exercise, or organised games 











as apart of the school curriculum for boys who are physi lly fit® The 
University has also suggested that all ‘schools should make arrange- 
ments for a light mid-day meal for their students. Dace University 


has appointed a Physical Instructor and an Assistant Physical Instruc. 
tor to supervise physical exercises and games, which have been. made 
compulsors for all students of the University who are not meditally 
unfit. 


4. Boy scout movement.—The year saw great strides in the boy 
seout movement. Encouragement has come from Government which 
provided funds to start scouting in selected schools, from district. and 
subdivisional executive officers who were in many ‘cases instrumental 
in forming troops, and from parents and guardians who see in scouting 
a moral and Physical complement to the purely literary side of a boy's 
education. During the year local associations were established at My- 
mensingh, Chittagong, Jalpaiguri, Karakdi, Khulna, Krishnagar and 

» Midnapur and attempts are being made to organise similar associations 
at Behala, Barisal, Berhampur. Birbhum, Ishapur and Khardah where 
troops have been formed already. The census taken at the end of the 
scout year shows that during the year 6 new cub packs, 26 new troops 
of scouts and one troop of rovers have been formed with 121 eubs, 627 
scouts, 22 rovers and 42 scouters or cubbers. 

In Bengal there are now 2,207 scouts, 108 rovers, 121 scouters, 
585 cubs and 24 cubbers—a total of 3,045. 

Mr, N. N, Bhose, the Provincial , Organising Secretary, has done 
s invaluable work not only in the two camps at Tollyganj for the train 
ing of scout-masters, but also by his visits to centres outside Calcutta.

CHAPTER Xv.

‘Two separate Text Book Committees are still maintéined in. this 
Presidency—one at Calcutta and the other at Dacca. The Dacca Text 
Book Committee deals with text books for secondary schools in Kast, 
Bengal. Text books for schools other than secondary. ure . submitted 
for consideration to the Calcutta Text Book Committee. 

During the under review, five new members were appointed 
to the Caleutta Text Book Committee to fill up vaeancies. The Dacca 
Toxt Book Committee suffered a great loss through the death of Rai 
K. K. Banerji Bahadur, Principal, Rajshahi College, a prominent 
member who had done much yaluable service to the Committee. 

Out of 1,289 books considered by the Calcutta Text Book Committee 
428 were approved as text books, supplementary readers and prize 
and library books. The Dacca Text Book Committee received 640 
books for consideration and 327 were finally approved. “ 

Tho special feature of the year in this connection was the appoint- 
ment of Ms. W. B, Grifith, xa, 128., to revise the curricula for 
secondary schools in this Presidency and also to re-organise the Text 
Book Committees. The work was completed after the close of the year 
under report. 





CHAPTER XVI, 


Education in the Legislative Council. 


The absence of Ministers was, to a large extent responsible, as in 
the previous year, for the small’ number of questions and resolutions 
dealing with ‘educational topics in the Bengal Legislative Council. 
During the period under review education was a “reserved ” subject 
administered by a Member, and the special political interest which 
prevails when a department is controlled by a Minister was absent. 

The Dacca University (Amendment) Act, 1925, providing for a. 
statutory recurring grant of Rs, 54 lakhs, was passed after considerable’ 
discussion by the Council at its August session. The object of the 
Act was to give stability to the University’s finances and to enable it 
safely to make contracts ahead. It was not intended to withdraw 
the University from public criticism nor. to relax the ultimate authority 
of the legislature over its finances, though this misapprehension pre- 
vailed in some quarters. A resolution for an annual recurring grant 
of Rs. 3 lakhs to Calcutta University to facilitate t-graduate 
studies and research was also carried. ‘This was strongly supported, 
as it was felt that the stabilisation of both Universities shoulll go. on 
concurrently. A good deal of interest was shown in questions relat- 
ing to compulsory physical culture for students and the provision of 
free primary education. The following may be mentioned as illus- 
trative of the type of questions asked in Council: the appointment of 
Muhammadans to head teacherships in high and raining schools, the 
accommodation of students of depressed classes in Government high 
schools, educational facilities to Sonthals and Bauris of Bankura, 
Government subsidised hostels for depressed classes, the provision of 
education among depressed classes, and the provision of an Anglo- 
Indian hostel in Calcutta. ‘ 

A number of motions in connection with the rejection or reduction 
of educational grants were tabled for discussion as part of the policy 
Gf obstruction adapted, ut an the opposition, withdrew trom the Conuneid | 
fluring the budget debate many motions were not moved and the tes 

fell through for want of support, the Education budget being passed 
in the form in which it was placed before Council.

Local Boards do 
not on the whole serve any useful pur- 

in the hierarchy of rural self-govern- 
ing bodies, This is not so much the fault 
of the members themselves as due to the 
fact that little use has been made of sec- 
tion 101, Local Self-Government, Act, so. 
that few of these Boards have important 
duties and responsibilities delegated to 
them, and the income which they handle 
is extremely small 


The future of Local Boards is under 
the consideration of Government; where 
the whole of a particular area is covered 
by Union Boards, it seems desirable to 
abolish the Local Board in. its present 
form and to replace it by bodies which 
deal with a smaller tract of country than 
_&subdivision, i.¢., a circleorthana, if any

When this preparatory work is over, 
the best course normally is to set. up 
Boards pepsi aieer the whole area-of a 
district or subdivision, instead of spor- 
adically. It has, however, been rej 
that in certain places where a few Union 
Boards only have been, established, in the 
first instance these have acted as pioneers 
and have helped to create popular opinion 
in favour of village self-government. 

The Union Boards realised by way of 
union rate and rents of chaukidari 
chakran lands a total gum of Rs. 30 
lakhs, of which Rs, 25 lakhs were spent 
on establishment and ‘tion, 4 
leaving a balance of Rs; 5 lakhs 4 for 
communications, medical aid, education, 
water-supply and sanitation, compared 
with Rs. 3 Tatchs in 1924-25.

The bulk of the villagers haye to 
learn that purely jocalmnecta mae the 
main be met from local resources.

7. Medical Ri and Public 
jealth.—The expenditure under these 
heads aggregated Rs. 20 lakhs, against 
Rs, 18dakhs of the previous year. The 
increase is noticeable in most of the dis- 
tricts and was most marked in the 24- 
Parganas. Twenty-two new dispensa- 
ries were opened during the year, and 
the total number of dispensaries main- 
tained and aided were 485 and 319 res- 
pectively. Medical relief was, as usual, 
provided primarily through these 
institutions and also through dispensa- 
ries subsidised by District Boards and 
, #small number of dispensaries following 
systems of * treatment other than allo- 
pathic, Arrangements were also made 
to provide » medical relief during 
epidemics by engaging temporary 
itinerent ‘doctors who distributed 
medicines free, treated tases, disinfected 
wells and tools measures to prevent the 
spread of cholera, small-pox and other 
infectious diggnses. Dispensaries were

also maintained am ere Boards, 
Health and anti-malarial societies were 
formed in several districts. ‘They 
measures for the prevention of tig 
in some instances a group of societies 
bounded themselves together ‘to maintain 
a medical practitioner, some - societies 


» distributed quinine and other medicines, 


free to indigent patients. These bodies 
are working on thé right lines and 
deserve all possible encouragement 
help. Without suclt local ¢ 

efiort it is impossible to deal effegtively ~ 
with epidemic diseases. 

Special arrangements were made by 
District Boards tor ‘the treatment and 
the prevention of kala-azar. As in the 
previous years, all the District Board 
dispensaries were made centresjof treat- 
ment, with requisite medici and . 
instruments. Most of the dottors in” 
charge of these dispensaries were pre- 
viously trained in the latest met of 
diagnosis and treatment. ‘The District 
Boards also opened a number of out- 
centres. Besides these, a Jarge number 4 
of centres was started by private enter- 


prise, many of which were manaj by 
anti-malarial societies.  Excellent'work 
was done at these centres. The Minister 


for Local Self-Government is glad to 
observe that most of the District Boards 
haye taken up “schemes for fighting 
kala-azar enthusiastically and, im par- 
ticular, he congratulates « the Distel 
Board of Noakhali, where the disease is 
said to have received a setback on 
account of the earnest effort the Board 
has made to root out the evil from the 
district.. The efforts made by the 24- 
Parganas District Boatd.in this direc-» 
tion also deserve special mention. The _ 
scheme adopted by this Board to which 
reference was made. in last. 'g Te30-' | 
lution is said to have brought relief to 
many sufierers; and as the orga en 
goes on improving is ex) to brin 
about a feria pe ea ie the deat!

* Liberally minded persons some- 
times offer baits in the s ape of lump 
donations to induce District Boards to 
establish new dispensaries in places 
which may be comparatively near to 
existing institutions. If these contri- 
butions are accepted, District Boards 
have to find the recurring cost of upkeep 
and this can only be done by curtailing 
expenditure on other necessary objects, 
such as the opening’of dispensaries where 
they are most. needed. There is a 
danger, too, that funds required for the 
Proper. ‘maintenance of existing dispen- 
saties may bevcut down, in order to pro- 
vide for "the hew*institutions. Mr.

9 Civil Works.—The tatal expen- 
diture under this head, which includes 
the sums spent on water-supply and 
Talnage. rose by Rs. 43,001 ; 
lakhs. “The principal items of expendi- 
ture under this head are“ Buildings ”, 
“Communications”, Watersupply * 
and “ Establishment * Under “ Rnild- 
ings” and “ Establishment ” the expen- 
diture increased by Rs. 62,000 and’ 
Rs. 28.000, but it fell by Rs. 30.000 and 
Rs. 80,000 under the other two” heads. 
The outlay -on original, works under. 
“ Communications” showed a decline of 
Rs. 96,652, while the cost of repairs rose 
by Rs. 66,625. This shows that in the 
year under review the District Boards 
Paid more attention to the Maintenance 
of existing communications than to new 
construction. This sig certainly the 
wisest policy to adopt, in view of the 
hopeless inadequacy of the income at 
present at the disposal of District Boards 
and the many other calls on their re- 
sources. From all over Bengal comes 
the cry that roads are deteriorating in 
consequence of the increase of motor and, 
especially, omnibus traffic, and that Dis- 
trict Boards cannot afford the money 
required to keep them iff-proper order. 
Last. year’s Resolution, contained a 
refererice to a Bill for althorising local 


ef 
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fies to levy a reasonable fee ‘on motor 
i rere waich was then under considera- 
tion of Government. Tt has. since been 
decided not to proceed with this measure, 
put to substitute for it a Bill authorising 
Government to levy @ tax on motor 
wehicles, the income derived therefrom 
being expended in the form of grants to 
local bodies to assist them in maintain- 
ing or improving communications. The 
yield of the tax is likely to be small, and 
‘nless some other means of increasing the 
resources at the disposal of District 
Boards can he found, no general improve- 
ment of mnfassal roads can be expected. 
Tt may be added that Mr. W. A, Marr, 
Commissioner of the Rajshahi Division. 
supports, subject to the imposition of 
safegnards, .the opinion of Maharaja 
Jagadis Nath Roy, the Chairman of the 
Pinaipur District Board, that a tax 
should be imposed on carts. 





‘The follow- 
jing remarks of Khan Bahadur Maulvi 
Wasimuddin Ahmed, n.t., Chairman, 
Pabna District Board, are also worth 
quoting:— 

“Owing to paucity of funds and 
there being less clamour for good roads 
in the interior, this Board could not 
undertake to improve roads in the back- 
ward areas where good roads are needed 
for trade facilities. Wayfarers, special 
ly the cartmen, sufler much inconveni- 
ence and loss, though they would be too 
glad to pay tolls for improved roads and 
bridges. They have often to pay far 
more to private individuals for a little 
sey vet they suffer for want of good 
roads.” 





The percentage of lapses over the 
budget allotment was the highest in the 
Burdwan district, viz, 23:2, against 
11:8 in the previous year. They were 
partly due to the non-settlement of con- 
tractor’s claims within the year and to 
the refusal of the contractors to do 
further work; and partly to the delay in 
obtaining sanction to revised rates from 
the Superintending Engineer and_ in 
acquiring land for certain inspection- 
bungalows in the Asansol subdivision. 

_ There were also large lapses in Faridpur 
(18:3) and Pabna (16:2). The lapses in 
the 24-Parganas declined from 24-0 to 
105 and those im the Darjeeling and 
Birbhum districts from 22-4'and 19-8 to 
8-1 aad, 114 respectively. As in the

and increases in 12, Several Distri 
Boards, of which’ Midnapore, 

and Howrah deserve special mention, 
spent on water-supply more than what 
they received as augmentation grant, 
while the District Boards of Chittagong 
and Darjeeling spent merely a fourth part 
and the Noakhali District Board a 
seventh part only of the grants received 
by them. The Jalpaiguri and Burdwan 
District Boards spent less than half 
of their expenditure during the previous 
year, and in the latter distritt the expen- 
‘iture was Rs, 38,000 less, even including 
the contributions made by the District, 
Board towards the improvement of 
water-supply. ‘The expenditure was also 
appreciably less in the 24-Parganas and 
Noakhali districts. On the other hand, 
it rose by over 50 per cent. in the Hooghly 
and Tippera districts, and there was a 


considerable rise in the outlay in the 
Midnapore and _Dinajpur districts.’ 
Compared with Public Works Cess 


receipts, the expenditure in ‘Howrah, 
Midnapore and ‘Hooghly represented, 
respectively 55-0, 42:8 and 40-3 per cent. 
of these receints, while that in Jalpaiguri 
was only 24-9 per cent., against 51-6 per 
cent. of the previous year. The expen- 
diture in Midnapore.. amounted to 
Rs. 1.40.695 and was in excess of the 
already large expenditure incurred in 
the previous year. This is-explained by 
the fact that the Local Boards at Sadar, 
Ghatal and Jhargram overspent their 
respective allotments. This irregularity 
is especially to be deprecated, in view of 
the report. received that the Local Boards 
did not get their money's worth and that 
come of the money went astray, Mr. R. 
N. Reid, the District Magistrate 
ohserves:' “ This seems to show a great 
want of supervision on the part of the 
District Board. and, apparently. an 
unscrupulous misuse by the Local Boards 
in question of the. opportunity thus 
afforded to them”. ‘The Minister agrees 
with this observation. There was ® 
great. demand. for tuhe-wells in the 
Hooghly and-Howrah districts. In the 
former, 80 new tube-wells were sunk, and 
in the latter some deep-seated wells wert 
constructed on the recommendation of 
Tinion Boards, In'the 24-Parganas 168 
tube-wells, 12 ring wells and 4 masonry 
wells were sunk, and the excavation of 8 
tanks was completed and many tux 

wells were under construction. ‘The Dis. 


trict. Board also sanctioned a 
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Rs. 3,000 to a private person. for the ex- 
cavation of a tank at Sarupkati in thana 
Hasnabad, on condition that the tank 
would be allowed to be used by the public 
for drinking oses. The Khulna Dis- 
trict Board, Mies excavating and sink- 
ing tanks and masonry and ring wells, 
gave out loans amounting to Rs. 3,800 to 
8 private persons for re-excavation of 
their old tanks. In Dacca the construe- 
tion of 24 wells and the excavation of 2 
tanks were completed and 62 wells and 
4 tanks were undertaken. In Mymen- 
singh much was done during the year to 
improve the water-supply of the district 
and 154 tube-wells were sunk. The Dis- 
trict Board also took up 228 masonry 
wells, 154 tube-wells, 126 _ ferro-conerete 
wells, 14 tanks, 1 tiled well, 3 ring wells 
and. 4 wooden wells and advanced 
Rs. 5,900 as loans to private individuals 
for excavation and re-excavation of 
tanks: The Rajshahi District Board 
sank 50 masonry wells, 30 ring wells and 
1 tube-well and ganted loans for re- 
excavation of tanks. Forty-seven tube- 
wells and 14 masonry wells were com- 
pleted in Bogra during the year. 


With respect to tube-wells the Minister 
has been impressed by the following 
remarks of Mr. Twynam, Magistrate of 
Mymensingh :— 

“In this connection, I would strongly 
urge that an approved pattern of tube- 
well be adopted by the Local Self-Govern- 
ment Department after exhaustive tests, 
and that, simplicity and strength should 
be qualities. demanded. It is_ compara- 
tively unimportant whether a. tube-well 
costs Rs. 700 or Rs. 800, but it is of very 
steat importance that it should be nearly 
4s unbreakable as the parish pump in 
England. I believe that the several com- 
panies concerned would readily tome up 
to the mark if Government laid down 
certain standards. I would also recom- 
mend that, :— 


(2) no tube-well should be considered 
complete without a stock of spare 
parts, and , 

(0) the Local Self-Government 
Department should issue a pam- 
phlet in Bengali, explaining the 
mechanism of a tube-well and how 
to effect repairs, it 
There can be no question that the tul

many cases its period of usefulness is not 
over 6 months. It is surely possible to 
devise some means of preventing this dis- 
advantage. The Mymensingh District 
Board’s action, in appointing a mistri to 
attend to repairs, is a good beginning, 
but it does not go far enough. Many 
mistris will be required and much time 
will be wasted if reliance must be placed 
on their activities only.” 

These suggestions will be considered 
by the Public Health Department, It 
may be remarked in this connection that 
the 24-Parganas District Board main- 
tained a staff consisting of one tnbe-well 
inspector, one mechanic and five mistris 
to look after the tuhe-wells, about 500 in 
number. scattered all over the district, 
that while 
normally the bulk of the cost of new 
sources of water-supply should be found 
by the individuals benefited, the employ- 
ment by the District: Board of an itiner- 
ant staff for the repair of tube-wells—ins- 
tead of leaving every small community to 
make its own arrangements—makes for 
economy, and is a legitimate charge on 
the district fund. 


As regards the general quéstion, .the 
Minister feels very strongly that the vital 
problem of rural ‘water-supply in Bengal 
will never be solved along the present 
lines. So long ago as 1919 Dr. Bentley 
pointed out that District Boards can 
never expect to provide every group of 
dwellings in the areas under their 
charges with a satisfactory source of 
water-supply. Long before they could do 
so their entire incomes would’ be swal- 
lowed up in the recurring cost of upkeep 
of tanks and wells. 


The strain has been already felt and 
District Boards were in 1925-26 unable 
fo equal the effort which they had made 
in this direction in 1924-25." The only 
feasible course is to face the fact, that the 
provision of water-supply in villages is a 
matter for the villagers themselves, and 
that the greater part of the cost at least 
must be found by Union Boards or other 
villagewrganizations in such a manner 
that no recurring commitment is under- 
taken by the District Board. ‘his 
means in practice that the portion of a 
District “Board’s income which _ is 
earmarked for water-supnly should be 
ent in the form of grants-in-aid to 
Union Boards or, voluntary associations 
to supplement the funds which they raise 
themselves, so that the’ district. find is 


‘not, saddled with the expense of main- 


tenance,

hap, District Board should fe able to 
bring into being a far larger number of 
sources of good drinking water than can 
be provided and properly maintained on 
the present lines. 

11. Closing Balance—The year 
closed with an actual balance of Rs. 21-7 
lakhs, against Rs. 22:5 lakhs of the pre- 
vious year. There were heavy balances 
in the Burdwan (Rs. 3,97,188) and the 
24-Parganas (Rs. 3,69,529) districts. 
The large balance in Burdwan is attri- 
buted to the excess income under “ Cess 
receipts” received late in the year, to 
larger receipts from Government on 
account of education and the large 
amount remaining unspent under “ Civil 
Works”. The heavy balance at the 
credit of the 24-Parganas District 
Board represented the unspent balances 
amounting to Rg. 1,832,000 under the 
heads “ Education” and “ Medical ”, 
excess receipts on budget provision 
amounting to Rs. 1,383,786, and the re- 
fund by Government of Rs. 73,952 in 
connection with the Nowie-Sunthi and 
Jaboona ‘projects. The Mymensingh 
District Board succeeded in reducing its 
balance from Rs. 2,27.323 to Rs. 1,76,613, 
but the latter is still an unduly large 
amount. The Midnapore (Rs. 8,583), 
Jessore (Rs. 2,656) and Hooghly (Rs. 
2,145) District Boards, on the other 
hand, closed the year with unduly low 
balances. Regarding the first natned 
District “Board, the Magistrate, Mr. 
Reid, remarks :— 


“This (the low balance left by the 
Midnapore District Board) discloses a 
regrettable laxity on the part of the 
Board in dealing with other people’s 
money. The Board not only spent. the 
whole of their own income, but appro- 
priated a large sum out of deposits lying 
with the Board ”. 





_ 12. General Remarks.—The admi- 
nistration of District Boards non- 
official Chairmen continued.on the whole 
to be satisfactory; Midnapore, where 
there was reckless overspending all round 
and recurring expenditure undertaken 
unjustifiably, was an exception, As in 
the previous year, most of the Chairmen 
and Vice-Chairmen did their best to dig- 
charge the responsibilities imposed ont 
them even at the sacrifice of their private 
interests. ! 





District Boards on the whole made 
genuine efforts to improve rural condi- 
tions so far as the means at their disposal 
allowed. The attempts which were made 
to stamp out kalazar call for special 
commendation. The rediction in the 
expenditure on water-supply, on veteri- 
nary and on primary education is, how- 
ever, significant as indicating that 
District Boards in General can only make 
serious endeavours to tackle one i. 
cular problem by reducing expenditure 
under other heads. 

What is wanted is some: change of 
system empowering these bodies to 
obtain, by local taxation with the help of 
Government grants, funds which will 
enable them to cope adequately with the 
problems that confront them. 

Rai Biswambhar Rai Bahadur, v.z.z., 
Chairman of the Nadia District Board, 
has well described the present position 
in the following words :— 

“ With the available resources at. our 
disposal, it has been our anxious consi- 
deration to make it as humanitarian and 
businesslike as possible, and in this res- 
pect all the members participated whole- 
heartedly......... 

“With the general awakening of 
people and consequent demands passed 
by them—not unreasonable though—the 
functions of the District Board have 
been greatly expanded without, however, 
a corresponding adequate expansion of 
resources. Necessarily, the activities of 
this Board have been mainly directed to 
those Departments which are very neces- 
sary for the very existence of the people. 

* * * * 

“Again, the manifold activities of 
health and sanitation in combating kala- 
azar and malaria and controlling the 
wide-spread epidemics of cholera and 
small-pox show how the energies and re- 
sources of the District Board are almost 
exhausted on such works of defence 
leave very little to be done for construc- 
tive work.. Ld 





Some progress can be expected as a | 


result of the activities of Union Boards 
whose powers to realize by taxation what 
they require to meet local needs—in sharp 
contradiction to the powers by 
the Local Government and by District 
Boards—are practically unrestricted. 
Members of Union Boards, however, 
operating in a comparatively small area, 
arespeculiarly, sensitive to public opinion 
which, in practice, places a limit on

but require expenditure from the ‘istrict 
fund. Hence, if there is to be any real 
advance, steps must be taken to augment 
the resources at the disposal of District 
Boards, either by raising the statutory 
limit at present Imposed on the rate of 
road and public works cess or by substi- 
tuting some form of local taxation which 
will apply to non-agriculturists as well 
as to those who earn their living by the 
land and will take the property and cir- 
‘cumstances of individuals rather than the 
annual value of lands as the basis of 
assessment, 


When the present incidence of cess is 
on an average less than 3 annas a year per 
head of population, it can hardly be 
contended that an increase in local taxa- 
tion would be burdensome.

Number of Municipalities.—The 


number of municipalities was the same, 
wiz., 115, as in the preceding year. 
The boundaries of the Jalpaiguri Muni- 
cipality were extended so as to include 
a contiguous area of +18 square miles. 
2, Elections.—General elections 
were held in °25 municipalities and 
most of the seats were hotly contested. 
In the small town of North Barrack- 
pore about 85 per cent. of voters were 
persent at the polling station. These 
contests, while indicating that keen 
interest is being taken in elections 
generally, may to a certain extent be 
attributed, especially in Narayanganj 
to the excitement caused by Swarajist 
attempts to capture most of the elected 
seats. Civil suits were instituted or 
were pending during the year in con- 
nection with election or bye-elections 
in no less than nine municipalities, 
Dacea, Chittagong, Rajshahi, Noak- 
hali, Pabna, Suri, Narayanganj, Katwa, 
and North Barrackpore. The number 
of such suits and the time taken to dis- 
pose of them are strong arguments for 
the establishment of special tribunals 
With powers of final decision of election 
disputes. Provisions for setting. up 
such tribunals were inserted in the 
Bengal Municipal Bill of 1925, but as 
<i motion for ren eereeee te of that 
was rejected by the old ‘islative 
Council not} ‘ing ona be Sieg om 
the present ‘state of affairs. The 
Minister for Local Self-Government 
hopes’ to reintroduce this Bill in the 
“expectation that the new Council will 
not dispose of it so unceremoniously,

3. Meetings.—Out of 2,354 meetings 
held during the year 153 proved abor- 
tive for want of a quorum and 199 
were adjourned, against 151 and 187, 
respectively, in the preceding . 
The failure was most marked at 
chandpur where 13 out of 34 meetings 
were abortive and the same number had 
to be adjourned. Sonamukhi also had 
10 abortive meetings out of 16, Mr, 
Cook observes in this connection :— 


The increase in the number of abortive 
meetings is undoubtedly to be ei as it 
means that a large majority of the members 
had not sufficient interest in the municipal 
affairs to induce them to attend, After read- 
ing a good many minutes of meetings, I 
cannot help having some sympathy 
members as frequently the only items of busi- 
ness are of a routine nature, which might 
easily be left to the executive, 


At Baduria nearly half, and at 
Nabadwip and Berhampore more than 
one-third, of the number of meeti 
held was unsuccessful. Rajshahi held 
the largest number of meetings, viz., 
53, and was followed by Tollyganj with 
48. In the Burdwan Division no less 
than five municipalities held more than 
30. meetings and in this connection the 
Commissioner of the Division re- 
marks ;— . 





Tam not at all sure that a large number of 
meetings is a sign of healthy working. On 
the contrary, its obvious meanimg is a number 
of postponed meetings “in which no worl 
could be done as the result of faction, 


On the other hand, the Commissioners 
of North Barrackpore and i 
failed to meet once a month, In the 
Presidency Division the attendance of 
Commissioners was on the whole fait, 
but it was very poor at Baraset.

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Noakhali Municipality has increased 
from 7,715 to. 13,087." The tage 
of rate-payers to total population, viz., 
15:8, was practically the same as in the 
preceding year. The ratio varied from 
40-1 in Sherpur to 3-2 in Titagarh—a 
mill town with a large cooly population. 
Other towns in which rates are paid by 
less than one-tenth of the people are 
the hill stations of Darjeeling and 
Kurseong and the several riparian mill 
municipalities, including Narayan- 
ganj—a town with a floating population 
of factory operatives living with their 
employers and paying no rents them- 
selves. 


5, Assessment and Taxation.—The 
average incidence of taxation per head 
of population rose from Rs. 3-0-4 to 
Rs. 3-1-5. It was highest in the hill 
municipality of Darjeeling (Rs. 10-7-10). 
Next come Howrah (Rs. 8-11-11), Kur- 
seong (Rs. 8-11-1), Chittagong (Rs. 6-5-2) 
and Burdwan (Rs. 4-15-0). Tn five other 
municipalities, viz. Mymensingh, Nara- 
vanganj, Jessore, Berhampore and 
Hooghly-Chinsurah the ratio was above 
Rs, 4. In the last named town the 
increase is due to the imposition of a 
lighting rate (electric light) at 3 per 
cent. on the annual value of holdings, 
which has increased the municipal 
income by nearly Rs. 15,000 per annum. 
In Bajitpur and Debhatta the ratio is 
as low as 74 annas and in 21 municipal- 
ities it is from 8 annas to one rupee. 
Generally speaking, the incidence of 
municipal taxation in the Presidency is 
extremely low, although it does show a 
distinct upward tendency, and a low 
nitch of taxation necessarily spells a 
low standard of municipal _ service. 
Thus, as worked out by the Examiner 
of Local Accounts, the expenditure was 
below one anna and a half per head of 
Pooulation under Medical in 22 munici- 
palities, under Sanitation in 29 and 
under Education in 40. 


During the audit of accounts of ser- 
‘ain municipalities it was noticed by 

Examiner of Local Accounts that 
while the tax on private holdings was 
levied at. 5 to 64 per cent. on their annual 
Value that on Government holdings was 
‘sessed at the maximum rate of 74 per 
cent. Such discrimination is as illegal 
‘sit is unfair and have been taken 

‘have it discontinued. 

A general or partial revision of assess- 
Ment was tears 84 municipalities, 


the net result being an increase of about 
Rs, 14 lakh in the municipal demand of 
the Presidency as a whole. The largest 
increase, viz. Rs. 21,530, was obtained 
in Asansol, but the bulk of this had to 
be remitted owing to an amicable settle- 
ment with the East Indian Railway 
with regard to the assessment of railway 
holdings and to the reduction of the 
scale of latrine fees from 6 to 3% per 
cent. Then come Bhatpara with an 
increase of Rs. 17,679, Howrah 
Rs. 14.463, Krishnagar Rs. 11,503 and 
Bally Rs. 10,159. As a result of the 
extension of Part IX of the Bengal 
Municipal Act to the eastern side of the 
Doliakhal, the Commissioners of the 
Dacca Municipality expect an addi- 
tional revenue of about Rs. 6,000 per 
annum from latrine fees. On the other 
hand, Howrah suffered a loss of 
Rs. 12.950 in latrine fees owing to the 
acquisition of several plots of munici- 
pal land by the East Indian Railway 
and Baraset Rs. 1,760 from a revision 
of assessment on Government buildings. 


6. Collections.—The total collections 
for the Presidency as a whole increased 
from 59 lakhs to more than Rs. 604 
lakhs, but the percentage of collection 
on the current demand fell from 95°3 to 
94:3, the lowest ratio (68-6) being 
returned by Rajpur. The low percen- 
tage in Rajpur was due to short collec- 
tion in the first half-year on account of 
revision of assessment in the previous 
year and to delay caused by changes of 
Tax Daroga. In 28 municipalities the 
collections were equal to or in excess of 
the current demand and in 18 they were 
over 99 per cent. On the other hand, 
in 8 municipalities the ratio was under 
85 per cent. falling as low as 69-1 per 
cent. in Bally, The poor collection in 
Bally is reported to be due mainly to 
party faction and partly to slackness 
and defective supervision on the part of 
the municipal executive. i 
sioner of the Division makes the fol- 
lowing observation with regard to this 








municipality :—

without any remission and Garulia as 
usual did the same. Titagarh, Champ- 
dany and Bhadreswar also collected 
practically their whole demand, grant- 
ing less than\half per cent. remission 
and leaving no outstanding balance—a 
result most creditable to the municipal 
commissioners. In these towns, however, 
the bulk of the taxes is paid by the mills, 
leaving a small percentage to be collected 
in the ordinary way. . 


The amount of remissions for the 
province as a whole declined from 
Rs. 2,86,844 to Rs. 2,28,341 and repre- 
sented 3:6 per cent. of the current 
demand. The small municipality of 
South Dum Dum ‘remitted more than 
one-fifth of its current demand; Asansol 
and Sirajganj nearly 15 per cent., while 
four others, riz. Panihati, Budge Budge. 
Tollyganj and Jalpaiguri, remitted 
more than 8 per cent. The high per- 
cen! of remission in Asansol (14-7) 
has been explained above. No explana- 
tions have been given for the large 
remissions in other towns but they are 
not far to seek. Large remissions are 
the logical sequence of carelessness and 
illegal assessment, inefficient collection 
and reluctance to enforce the summary 
procedure provided in the Bengal Muni- 
cipal Act. 


The following are some of the glaring 
instances of irregular remissions grant- 
ed by the Municipal Commissioners, 
which were noticed by the Examiner of 
Local Accounts in ‘his revort on the 
working of the Local Audit Depart- 
ment during the year 1924-95 -— 


_ The Municipal Commissioners of Dar- 
jeeling granted remissions within the 
currency of assessment for voluntary 
demolition of buildings. On legal advice, 
however, they have since given up the 
practice.

In the Khulna Municipality, remis- 
sions were granted in res] of certain 
holdings on the ground that the assess- 
ees had paid the maximum personal tax 
in respect of other holdings. Latrine 
tax was illegally remitted by the Bara- 
nagar Municipality for the holding 
used as the Ramkrishna Anath Ashram, 

The balances outstanding at the close 
of the year rose from Rs. 13 lakhs to 
Rs. 144 lakhs, of which Howrah alone 
was responsible for more than Rs. 5 
lakhs, It is reported by the Howrah 
Municipality that a sum of Rs, 36,140 
was collected on the 31st March 1996 
which was credited in the Imperial 
Bank on the day following. The net 
balance therefore comes to Rs. 4,79,698 
of which about Rs. 2} lakhs is on 
account of old arrears. Other munici- 
palities which had unduly large balances 
outstanding were Dacca,’ Mymensingh, 
Bally, Hooghly-Chinsura, ‘Tollyganj, 
Barisal, Narayaganj, Bankura, Chitta- 
gong and Sirajganj. The following 
explanation has been given for the con- 
tinued unsatisfactory. collections in the 
four larger municipalities in the Dacca 
Division :— 

In Dacca the agitation against the assess: 
ment is still going on and it is proposed to 
test its logality ‘by. an appeal Ao tueetivy 
Council. In Mymensingh the municipality 
has been hampered to some extent by the con- 
fusion caused the prosecution of two of 
their officers for defaleation. In Narayanganj 
the bad collections are attributed to the fact 
that the municipal elections were held during 
this year and in Barisal to the fact that the 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman have little time 
to spare for municipal work. 


The reason for the heavy balance in 
Bally has already been ‘stated. ‘The 
heavy arrears at Tollyganj, representing 
442° per cent. of the current demand, 
are reported to be due to the accumula 
tion, of large irrecoverable arreats— 
hardly a satisfactory explanation. The 
balance in Chittagong consists _ 
Rs, 2,204 due on Government buildings 
and of Rs. 16,134 due by private indivi- 
duals. Generally speaking, the heavy 
arrears are due to laxity on the part of 
the municipal executive in taking legal 
steps. for the realization of taxes, T 
provided in the Act. Some Municip?’ 
Commissioners were themselves the worst 
defaulters, The Examiner of Loca! 
Accounts reports that in Joynag®® 
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Barrackpore, Chittagong, South Dum- 
Dum, North Dum-Dum, Satkhira, Netro- 
kona, Mahespur. Rangpur and a few 
other municipalities, several Commis- 
sioners, and in one town the Vice- 
Chairman himself, did not pay their 
taxes promptly; and he remarks that 
when the Municipal Commissioners 
themselves do not pay their dues within 
the statutory time limit they commit an 
offence which can hardly be overlooked. 
The Minister agrees that such default 
shows a complete lack of civic sense and 
indicates unfitness for the position of a 
Municipal Commissioner. The sugges- 
tion made by thé Examiner that there 
should be a provision in the Act that a 
Municipal Commissioner who does not 
pay his taxes within the statutory limit 
would render himself liable to be dis- 
qualified, will be considered when the 
Bengal Municipal Bill is introduced. 


7. Income and Expenditure.—The 
total receipts including opening balance 
rosefrom Rs. 1,06,03.381 to Rs. 1,06,64,253, 
The total disbursements were 
Rs. 88,72,440 as against Rs. 86,13,713 in 
the year 1924-95. 


8. Closing _balance.—The _ total 
balance of the year amounted to 
Rs, 17,91,818 as against Rs, 19.89.68; 
the largest being held by Howrah 
(Rs, 3,92,835) for which no explanation 
has been furnished. _ Five municipalities 
had closing balances of over half a lakh 
viz, Darjeeling (Rs. 97,375), Bhatpara 
(Rs, 78,022), Naihati (Rs, 76,882), Suri 
(Rs. 52,750) and Dacca. (Rs. 51,851). 
The balance in Darjeeling, it is stated, 
is due to the difficulty. experienced in 
carrying out certain capital work. for 
want of materials. In Naihati, Bhat- 
para and Suri the major portion repre- 
‘nts funds for the improvement of 
Water-supply and sewerage schemes and 
't Dacca, it"includes uncashed cheques 
‘or Rs, 30,449 and the Government grant. 
of Rs, 17,193 for the sewerage scheme, 
laving a cash balance of Rs. 2716 only,

pectively, against actual balance of 
Rs. 497 and 795 only, and Hooghly- 
Chinsura which closed the year with a 
sum of Rs. 10,067 but with liabilities 
exceeding Rs. 44,000. 

9. Education.—The total amount 
spent on education, including the Gov- 
ernment grant of Rs. 1,14,379, rose from 
Rs. 2.94.321 to Rs. 3,81,324 and repre- 
sented 5 per cent. of the municipal in- 
come. The expenditure on primary 
education also showed a corresponding 
increase of Rs. 63.000 which is contri- 
buted by all the Divisions except the 
Presidency. The increase was most 
marked in the Darjeeling Municipality, 
where the expenditure rose from 
Rs. 10,744 to Rs. 37.249. and is attribut- 
ed to the liquidation of half the mort~ 
gage purchase of the site for the boys’ 
primary school. Seventeen municipali- 
ties however, or roughly one in seven, 
failed to spend 3:2 per cent. of their 
ordinary income, the percentage which is 
taken to represent the amount required 
for the education of half the number of 
boys of primary school-going age. On 
the other hand, the ratio was over 5 
cent. in 60 municipalities and over 10° 
per cent. in 15. More thap half the 
amount spent on education (viz. Rs. 9.205) 
in Rangpur was derived from the educa- 
tion cess which is levied at the rate of 
1°6 percent. on the municipal valuation 

A free primary school of the improved 
type was established in Kalna and a sum 
of Rs. 8,900 was spent by the Asansol 
Municipality in constructing one of the 
four primary school buildings according 
to Mr. Biss’s scheme. In Burdwan a new 
primary school was opened at Purathan 
Chak. “A recurring grant of Rs. 4.005 
was sanctioned by Government for the 
expansion of free primary education at 
Berhampore where an education cess at 
the rate of 1 per cent. is being levied from 
the beginning of the current year. The 
Municipal Commissioners of Garulia 
have also decided to impose an education 
cess of 4 per cent. to meet half the ex- 
penses of primary education under 
Mr. Biss’s scheme ‘which has also heen 
taken up in right earnest by the Budge- 
Budge Municipality. The Madaripur 
Municipality started two free prim: 
schools on the Biss model, making a total 
of seven such schools, Most of these 
schools are at present located in private 
houses, The for free primary 
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ion in the town of Chittagong 
Ser cpoticnct by Government ated 
sionally for three years and 22 schools 
with 1,149 pupils were established in 
different centres. z : y 
ter-supply.—As in the previous 
as Telygunge 20d South Suburban 
Municipalities were supplied with filtered 
water from the Calcutta mains. Seven 
mill municipalities lying on both sides of 
the Ganges got tl supply from the 
local mill filters. Excluding these there 
are 29 municipalities which have their 
own water works. The number of persons 
supplied with filtered water was 927,650. 
the total quantity supplied averaging 
nearly 11 million gallons per day. 

‘The Suri water-supply scheme and the 
scheme for the improvement of the 
Bankura supply were in progress. Ex- 
perimental borings at Suri showed that. 
tube wells are impossible as a source of 
supply and an infiltration gallery under 
the river was finally adopted. At Ban- 
kura a new engine was erected and set 
to work, but owing to the reluctance of 
the Municipal Commissioners to accept 
steel mains for the distribution system, 
the extension of the pipe lines could not 
be taken in hand before the end of the 
year. The Raniganj — water-supply: 
scheme coyld not be completed for want, 
of funds. An additional grant of 
Rs. 17,500 and loan of the same amount 
from Government together with the pro- 
mised contribution of Rs. 15,000 from the 
Asansol Local Board will, it is hoped, 

. bring the work to completion. A sketch 
project for the improvement of water- 
supply in Asansol has recently been 
administratively approved by Govern- 
ment. The Werhasnpore water-works 
continued to be managed by the Public 
Health Department; the financial posi- 
tion was greatly improved and as a 
result of the various economies effected it 
was found possible to sanction 20 addi- 
tional house connections. The Naihati 
water-supply scheme has been approved 
while the Bhatpara and Panihati schemes 
ae maturing. A scheme for the exten- 
sion of Khulna. water-works was sanc- 
tioned by Government at an estimated 
cost of Rs. 58,400. A scheme for the 
improvement of water-supply at Patua- 

ali was sanctioned at a cost of 
Rs, 66,000 towards which Government 
made a grant of Rs, 28,000 and a loan 
of Rs. 11,000. The laying of pipes in 
Narayanganj under the Hajigan} Nal, 
khali bridge has generally improved the 





water-supply to the Chasara quarters, 
and the Mrenicipal Commissioners have 
under consideration a proposal for the 
extension of the water-supply to the east 
side of the river Lakshya. 

To check pe iganyhiy PR a 
wastage of filtered water at 
ins ie were made for the instal- 
lation of meters at a cost of Rs. 14.700, 
the major portion of which would be 
met from deposits made by the rate- 
payers. a 

The Comilla water-works were com- 
pleted during the year, while adminis- 
trative approval was given to the water- 
works of the Brahmanbaria. Municipa- 
lity at an estimated cost of Rs. 1,09,300, 
towards which Government. will make a 
contribution of Rs. 29,300 and a loan of 
Rs. 20,000. 


The Ronaldshay water-works at Raj- 
bari were rather a white elephant until 
the year under report. At the time of 
the year when good drinking water was 
really scarce, the municipal supply failed 
almost entirely in quantity and was un- 
satisfactory in quality. To meet. the 
situation a 2-inch diameter tube well 
was sunk to a depth of 200 feet at a cost 
of Rs. 2,500 which was entirely met from 
private donations. The well has proved 
most successful, about 10,000 gallors of 
pure water being distributed daily among 
a population of 3,000, 

The experimental boring of a tube 
well as a part of the scheme for the 
supply of water to the northern section 
of Chandpur was commenced during the 
year under the supervision of the Public 
Health Department. 


Tube wells were also resorted to in 
several other towns. In Bally three tube 
wells were sunk by the East Indian 
Railway, one by the proprietors of the 
Victoria Cotton Mills and another by the 
Municipality. Excellent water is now 
supplied from these to the whole of the 
railway settlement and to Ward No. IV. 
The small municipality of Birnagat 
with the co-operation of the Pali 
Mandali, a local association, sank 6 tube 
wells and a pucea well, reclaimed two 
tanks and cleared all the pucca wells at 
a cost of over Rs. 9,000. The sinking of 
a 5-inch diameter tube well in Kan ae 
para was in progress while negotiation 
were made by the Halisahar Municl- 
pality with the Hukumehand Jute Mills 
for the supply of tube well water to the 
town, The “Municipal Commissiones 
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of South Dum-Dum also have taken up 
a scheme for sinking deep tube wells in 
different localities where there are no 

ipes. The boring of a tube well fin 
E ish [Bazar for which Government 
BB a grant of Rs. 11,000 was com- 
pleted. during the year, but the question 
of financing the distributory scheme has 
not yet been solved. The well has proved 
successful and yields 8,000 gallons of 
water per hour. 


11. Conservancy.—There was an 
increase of Rs. 1} lakhs in the expen- 
diture under this head which was due to 
various causes (¢.g., construction of new 
methars’ sheds, purchase of. conservan- 
ey tools and fubetaantes increase in the 
number and pay of the staff and a rise 
in the price of fodder for livestock). As 
usual, the conservancy charges were 
Rs. 44 lakhs in excess of the receipts 
from latrine fees which rose by only 
Rs, 23,000. There is often unwilling- 
ness to raise the rate of fees so as to 
make the latrine fund self-supporting 
and deficit balances are only too common. 
In Darjeeling, Kurseong, Krishnagar 
and North Barrackpore the deficit ex- 
ceeds Rs. 5,000, and in Jessore and 
Rangpur it was nearly Rs, 32,000 and 
Rs. 18,000, respectively. The Minister 
desires to impress upon the Municipal 
Commissioners the need for making each 
of the special funds (e.g., latrine, water 
service) self-supporting as required by 
the law. There is great difficulty in 
obtaining methars in the Presidency 
Division for municipal service, 


Mr. Graham, Magistrate of Nadia, 
writes :-— 


Indeed, the problem of the conservancy 


“afl is a grave one even in the big municipal 
ties, I doubt whether the gravity of the 
situation is sufficiently appreciated. Every. 


yuete there is a shortage of sweepers. In 
Krishnagar, there are 198 jobs for menials, 
iacding inferior inspectors, night-soil men, 
rond and drain cleaners, cartmen and trench. 
inf ergund men, ‘To fill these jobs there are 
uly 138 men and women, At Nabadwip on 
Paper there are 118 posts, but less than 80 
en and women are available to fill them. 
At Santipur matters are still worse, There 
a 142 jobs and 72 women only 
foustituted the full available staff. The 
missioners of Krishnagar have made 
(ultities ‘for sweepers in Behar and in the 
ffir!

Generally the Conservancy Depart- 
ments were under the supervision of 
Health Officers and Sanitary Inspectors, 
where there were such ‘officers. The 
total charges on account of these  offi- 
cers amounted to Rs. 1,63,135 against 
Rs. 1,55,438 in the preceding year. 

12. Drainage—Out of the total 
capital expenditure of Rs. 260,599 
under this head, Dacca alone contri- 
buted Rs, 2,15,786, the major portion of 
which was on account of’ its sewerage 
scheme. The initial portion of | the 
Dacca sewerage, to which Government 


made a total grant of more than 
Rs, 22 lakhs, was completed and in 
full operation during the year. 


The outfall works continued to be under 
the control of the Public Health Depart- 
ment, the municipality paying the cost 
of the pumping. The system worked 
without a hitch, no blocking of the 
Sewers occurred and there are signs 
that the advantages of the water- 
carriage system are beginning to be 
realised by the better class inhabitants 
of Dacca. The public latrines and 
urinals are an immense sanitary improve- 
ment and the dumping of night-soil was 
carried on without any serious nuisance, 
At the sewage farm excellent crops were 
grown, especially sugarcane, guinea 
grass and jute. “About three quarters 
of the total length of sewers of the 
Titagarh Sewerage system were com: 
pleted during the year. The sew- 
erage scheme of the Bhatpara Munici- 
pality was under the consideration of 
Government. The alterations tothe 
detritus tank and reconstruction of the 
roof over the septic tanks at Kurseon; 

were completed and the Chairman o! 

the Municipality remarks that the 
system is working satisfactorily. 

Minor drainage works were also 
carried out in several other towns, 
These are generally confined to construc- 
tion of, and repairs to, culverts, etc. 

13. Public Health.—As in the pre- 
vious year, almost all the municipali- 
ties took steps to improve sanitation i 
filling up, clearing or disinfecting insani- 
tary tanks, ditches and dobas and by 
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ing undergrowth and obnoxious 
vepetation. In Bansberia Municipality 
several unsightly and jungle-covered 
plots of land in Ward No. TIL were 
cleared and levelled by the Ganges 
Manufacturing Company for their mills. 
‘This had a salutary effect on the sanita- 
tion and public ‘health of the town. 
More than half of the area of the Champ- 
dany Municipality was cleared of jungle 
by the Angus Company. The Ram Pro- 
sad Sanmilani in Halisahar. and the 
“Tamralipta Sansk Samity ’’ in 
Tamluk co-operated with the munici- 
palities in clearing undergrowth. 
‘The latter also removed weeds from in- 
sanitary tanks. In Kanchrapara borrow 
pits on either side of the rail lines were 
filled up with rubbish and street sweep- 
ings. On the other hand, the Munici- 
pal Commissioners of Kalna do not 
seem to be in earnest in clearing jungle 
when they desist on the ground that the 
owners of land are either very poor or 
have left the town. Jessore alone 
issued several hundred notices for 
clearance of undergrowth and Nator 
and Rajshahi issued 260 and 253 res- 
pectively. While the Commissioners of 
certain municipalities are anxious to 
see their towns cleaned of rank vegeta- 
tion, the majority of them are not really 
in earnest. The measures taken by the 
latter are as a rule spasmodic and in- 
effectual. The Minister desires to i 
vite the attention of all municipalities 
to the following remarks made by 
Mr. Marr, Commissioner of the Raj- 
shahi Divi 











die sf hd . 3; unless and until 
every householder gets the idea into his head 
that he should convert the surroundings of 
his house into a flower, vegetable and fruit 
garden, there will be no real abatement of 
the evil of rank vegetation,” 


Preventive measures were taken by a 
large number of municipalities to check 
the spread of epidemics. Medicines 
and disinfectants were freely distribu- 
ted, tanks were reserved and special 
doctors appointed, where necessary, 
Cholera and small-pox broke out in 
several municipalities. People were 
warned against using the water of sus- 
pected tanks and watt and advised to 
use boiled water; unwholesome food was 
kept out of the municipal market and 
inoculation with cholera vaccine was 
Tesorted to in some towns. In certain 
cases the Director of Public Health 
arranged for regular supply of lymph 


and anti-cholera vaccine and also de- 
puted qualified doctors. The local 
‘Health Committee in Serampore  co- 
operated with the municipality to 
check the spread of cholera, Free 
vaccination was provided by many 
municipalities and effective measures 
were taken to secure the vaccination 
and revaccination of children. Vacci- 
nation depots were opened bee 
manent vaccinators were employed by 
some municipalities for the purpose, 


Malaria and kala-azar were prevalent 
in some municipalities. It is reported 
that some anti-malarial. and kala-azar 
societies did useful work in co-opera- 
tion with municipalities in ‘combating 
these diseases. Quinine and cinchona 
febrifuge were freely distributed by many 
municipalities. The health of the 
towns of Dinajpur and Jalpaiguri was 
very unsatisfactory. A general malarial 
survey is in progress in the former town. 
Anti-malarial work on scientific lines 
was carried out by the Birnagar Palli 
Mandali. In Berhampore a health com- 
mittee was formed for combating 
malaria and kala-azar. The three 
municipal kala-azar centres at Dacea 
are doing useful work. North Dum 
Dum, South Dum-Dum and Jamalpur 


also opened centres for treatment of 
kala-azar 
Increasing interest was displayed 


by some municipalities in examini 

foodstuffs offered for sale to the public. 
In Dacca for instance, 329 samples of 
different kinds of foodstuffs were sent 
up for analysis, of which nearly 52 per 
cent. was found to be adulterated. 
Prosecutions under the Bengal Food 
Adulteration Act were instituted in 151 
cases of which 88 ended in conviction. 


_Measures were taken by certain muni- 
cipalities to eradicate water-hyacinth. 
Thus, notices were issued by Baranagar, 
South Dum-Dum and Rajshahi upon 
the owners of tanks and insanitary pits 
for the eradication of water-hyacinth 
and they were complied with. Water- 
hyacinth has been a source of permanent 
nuisance within the Nator Municipality. 
The two branches of the Nator Raj, wile

Tae Pag 
Bazar water-hyacinth was cleared from 


two tanks after the owners had been 
prosecuted. The Bagjola khal was 
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cleared of water-hyacinth by Govern- 
ment in the Irrigation Department. A 
joint conference of the municipal and 
the Eastern al Railway authori- 
ties is considering the question of 
eradicating the pest from the pits and 
low-lands by the side of railway lines. 


14. Public Works.—The total ex- 
penditure under the head fell from 
Rs. 11,389,602 to Rs.’ 10,87, 101. The 
decrease was noticeable under the sub- 
head “ Roads”. Dacca alone was res- 
ponsible for Rs. 39,787. The decrease 
in Dacca is paid to have been chiefly 
due to the fact that about half of the 
road repair work could not be under- 
taken on account of financial stringency 
caused by non-realisation of taxes, 

| The percentage of outlay on public 
| works to the total expenditure varied 
from 3-4 in Rishra-Konnagar to 61-1 
in Debhatta. 


The total length of metalled roads 
maintained by municipalities was 1,306 
miles and that of unmetalled roads 
1565 miles. As is to be expected, the 
mileage of metalled roads is largest (72) 
in Howrah while Krishnagar has the 
greatest mileage of unmetalled roads 
(77). 


The Bengal Motor Vehicles Tax Bill 
referred to in the previous years’ reso- 
lation, by which it was proposed to 
lake power for local bodies to levy a 
tasonable tax on motor traffic was, 
titer introduction, referred to a Select 
Committee.

The Raniganj Municipality havi 
failed to pay the first i ietatioete 
towards the repayment of the loan of 
Rs. 50,000 granted for water-works, the 
original loan was converted into a loan 
of Rs. 58,300. Howrah borrowed a 
sum of Rs, 1,50,000 for the improve- 
ment of water-supply from its own 
lighting fund on condition that the lat- 
ter should be reimbursed in five years. 
Altogether 43 municipalities were in 
debt to Government, their total liabi- 
lities amounting to nearly Rs, 35 lakhs. 
The private loan of Rs, 3,000 taken by 
the Santipur Municipality to pay the 
conservancy staff which went on strike 
for non-payment of wages was fully 
repaid. Brahmanbaria also liquidated 
its loan 6f Rs. 6,000 in full. 

16. Audit of Accounts and Em- 
bezzlement.—The accounts of almost all 
the municipalities were audited. There 
is a tendency on the part of local bodies 
to treat audit with indifierence. Under 
existing orders audit notes should be 
returned to the Examiner of Local Ac- 
counts within three months of receipt, 
but it appears from the Examiner’s 
report that in nine instances the replies 
were received after a year and in 77 
cases after six months. Such delay 
greatly diminishes the value of the 
audit. 

Delay is not the ony symptom of the 
Meagre attention paid to audit notes. © 
Replies are often incomplete and in- 
accurate or evasive; and very often 
nothing is done between two periods of 
audit. As a result of this, it becomes 
necessary to carry forward from year 
to year various petty objections which 
could have been settled straight off by 
prompter action. 

The suggestion made by the Examiner 
that prompt and proper disposal of 
audit notes should constitute an import- 
ant factor in the consideration of local 
bodies’ applications for grants, loans 
and other financial help from provin- 
cial revenues has the entire approval 
of Government, and the Minister pro- 
poses, to take this point into considera- 
tion when such applications are received, 
He hopes however, that in future full 
and prompt attention will be anes to 
audit reports and that there will conse- 
quently be no occasion to refuse appli- 
cations for financial help, 


. 
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mbezzlements or misappropriation 
of eeacipal money occurred in anki 
Hooghly-Chinsura, Bally, Mymensingh, 
Maheshpur and Santipur. The offenders 
in all these cases were dismissed 
from service and prosecutions were 
started against them except 10 Santipur 
where the case of misappropriation, by 
the collecting sarkar was under enquiry. 
In Bally and Mymensifigh the culprits 
were sentenced to rigorous imprison- 
nent, while in Katwa the Tax Daroga, 
who was one of the accused, was ac- 
quitted by the Sessions Judge. 
The Tax Daroga of the Baidyabati 
Municipality was suspected by the audi- 
tor of having misappropriate municipal 
money and of having committed fraud 
in connection with the cart registration 
tickets, The matter was enquired into 
by a committee of 3 Commissioners, who 
came to the conclusion that there was no 
case of misappropriation although there 
_ were a few cases of irregularities com- 
mitted by the Tax Daroga. The ser- 
vices of the Tax Daroga were dispensed 
with by the municipality. Government 
agree with the Divisional Commissioner 
that the matter should have been investi- 
gated by the police instead of by a com- 
mittee. 


Generally speaking, there is a great 
reluctance on the part of the Municipal 
Commissioners to institute prosecutions 
against their servants who misappro- 
priate public money. Govenrment are 
of opinion that it is not sufficient for the 
Municipal Commissioners to punish the 
delinquent: by dismissal or to rest satis- 
fied with the recovery of the sums mis- 
appropriated. They should remember 
that they are the custodians of the rate- 
payers’ money and no personal con- 
siderations should deter them from plac- 
ing offenders on trial leaving it to the 
court to take extenuating circumstances, 
it any, into view. Embezzlements are 
likely: to continue and increase if it is 
known that prosecution is not likely to 
follow exposure. 


At the same time it is most important 
that the municipal executive should not, 
by lack of supervision and neglect of the 
account rules, place temptation in their- 
servants’ way.

The new oil engines having 
been erected, the pressure of water has 
increased, but as the water mains date 
from 1884 their capacity is not sufficient 
to meet the prem of the new engines, 
Tt is apprehended that they may break 
down from the increased pressure. 






















The condition of the roads in Katwa 
is as bad as before and the arranj t 
of street lighting is also not satisfactory.

The administration of none of the 
three municipalities in the district of 
Bankura is satisfactory. The eondition 
of roads, latrines and drains during the 
year under review was almost as bad as 
it was last year. The District Magis- 
trate reports that this was partly due to 
the shortage of funds, but even more to 
laxity of supervision on the part of the

rota pont was taken up directly by His Excellency the Governor, and. the 
Standing Committee, which had been formed with four non-official members 
of the Couneil and the Surgeon-General, came automatically to be dissolved 
With the prorogation of the Council. Although the department thus came to 
be treated as a reserved department, its requirements none the less received 
due consideration and were provided for as far as possible. 

Improvement in pay and prospects of officers in the Medical Depart- 
ment.—In pursuance of the recommendations the Royal Commission rules were 
made by the Secretary of State revising the pay and pension of superior Civil 
Service officers. ‘The seales of overseas pay of Indian Medical Service officers 
were revised, and the new rates took effect from the second year of triennium, 
A new revised scale* of pay was sanctioned for the compounders. in 
Government. hospitals «and dispensaries, and it also took effect from Ist April 
1924, “ 

Medical Research.—The School of Tropical Medicine and Hygiene with 
its attached hospital, which was opened in the previous triennium, more than 
justified its existence. It maintained the high standard of efficiency in the 
sphere of medical education and research which had marked its progress in 
the previous triennium. Since the opening of the school very substantial 
results have been obtained from the investigation of kala-azar, hookworm and 
other intestinal infections, filariases, diabetes, beri-beri, epidemic dropsy, ete., 
and from the study of the indigenous drugs and cinchona, 

A discovery with great possibilities regarding the transmission problem 
of kala-azar has been made, and the improvement in the treatment of the 
disease by the newer preparations of antimony and the cheapening of these 
drags have been greatly promoted by the work of the school. 

Tropical medicine is a highly specialised medical subject, and it is 
considered that specialists only are competent to examine students in this 
branch of medicine. A permanent body called the “Faculty of Tropical 
Medicine of Bengal” was accordingly constituted in 1923 for the conduct of 
examinations, grant of diplomas and licenses to students trained in the 
school. 

The popularity of the post-graduate courses in the school continued 
unabated, and students were often deputed by other Governments for training 
in the school. 

The Indian Research Fund Association bore the cost of two Professors in 
the school and financed a number of special researches which werescondueted 
by the members of the staff. 


Medical Education—Medical oducation has become yery. popular in 
Bengal, and the medical colleges and schools ean hardly accommodate a 
fraction of the candidates applying for admission. ‘Tho need for medical men 
of the licentiate class who will agree to settle. and practise in the mufassal is 
greatly felt, and it has become necessary to multiply the number of medical 
schools to obtain men of this class. 

A notable advance has been made inthis sphere of medical education, 
and attempt is being made to meet the increasing demand for medical schools. 
The fourth school a Mymensingh was opened in 1923, with accommodation 
for 200 students. Tt has also sinee been definitely decided by Government 
that five more medical schools should be opened at Jalpaiguri, Chittagong; 
Berhampore, Barisal and Chingura, where local. conditions for the establish 
ment of new schools are favourable. 

_» A serious bar to this extended programme of medieal schools lay in the 
catbally, hitherto experienced in meeting the increased recurring expenditures 
though it is: onsy for Government to meet the capital outlay from its 
Provincial surplus. It has therefore been decided that Government will 
Indertake to defray the entire capital cost, while the local contributions will

substantial contribution should be made by the local people towards’ the

The Jalpaiguri and Chittagong medical schools have been sanctioned, 
and it is expected that the construction of the buildings will shortly be 
commenced. This extended programme coupled with the change in policy 
will, it isyhoped, go far in solving the needs of medical education in Bengal. 

Government in the Ministry of Medical Department have noticed with 
pleasure the part that has been played by private promoters to advance the 
cause of medical education by helping towards the establishment of medical 
schools. The Calcutta Medical Institute isa case in point, This school, 
which has a well appointed hospital attached to it, has _been established in 
Galentta purely by private enterprise, It has succeded in obtaining recogut 
tion from the Couneil of Medical Registration, though for a period of five years 
for the present. Several other private medical schools have been started, but 
none have so far attained recognition. 

The recognition of medical colleges in Bengal has been withdrawn by 
the General Medical Council of Great Britain on the ground of the inguffi- 
cieney of gynecological training given-to the students. An attempt has been 
made to increase the number of labour cases available by extending the Eden 
Hospital at a considerable cost and adding an Extern Matornity Department 
to this institution. It is hoped that the Council will again accord recogni- 
tion to these institutions after the Inspector to be deputed by the Council 
has held his investigation into the medical education imparted in the 
province, 


Medical Relief.—The hope expressed in the last review of an accelerated 
progress in the establishment of new dispensaries in the mufassal has been 
more than fulfilled. New dispensaries were established in this triennium at 
the average of 58 dispensaries per year, as against 31 in the provions 
triennium. The net increase was 173 dispensaries over the previous 
triennium, after making allowance for 10 dispensaries closed and 4 included 
in the boundaries of the Calcutta city. Of the newly opened dispensaries, 
22 are private aided and 148 come under the head of local fund institutions, 

Union boards played an important part in this connection, and as many 
as 65 new dispensaries were established by these bodies, A number of 
temporary dispensaries and kala-azar centres were also maintained by the 
local bodies. An impetus to the establishment of new dispensaries has been 
given by the policy, inaugurated in 1922, of giving Government subsidy. at 
the rate of Rs. 500. per thana and Rs. 250 per village dispensary. ‘The 
grant was originally made for three years, and it has since been decided to 
continue it for another three years. ‘The resources of local bodies are slender 
and ‘do not admit of expansion with demand, ‘They are naturally reluctant to 
undertake measures involving increase in the recurring cost of maintenance, 
and it is believed that could they rely on the continuance of this subsidy the 
establishment of new dispensaries in rural areas would have resulted at a 
faster rate, 

The triennium closed with 32 hospitals and dispensaries in Calcutta, 
{he net addition being by 8 institutions. ‘There wore many Up-to-date 
‘nprovements and extensions to these hospitals, one of the most noticeable 
{mong the new institutions being the hospital attached to the Oalentta 
Medical Institute with 40 beds. ‘This hospital, like the school to which it 
attached, has been started and is maintained entirely as a result of private 
enterprise, Nine beds were added to the Eden Hospital and 34 beds tothe 
Carmichael, Medical Collage Hospitals owing to the opening of an infectious 
ward. | 'The Sree Vishudhananda Saraswati Marwari Hospital, a private non- 
aided institution, showed also a commendable increase of 133 beds, The new 

© Hospital was completed with an accommodation of 128 beds. The Kar,

In the opening year of the triennium, the out-door attendance in the 
Government hospitals showed a considerable falling off, owing to the system 
of charging fees from patients. ‘Ihe system, which was introduced in 
January 1923 with the object of tapping a new source of income to meet 
the growing expenses of medical treatment, was unpopular and had to be 
abolished in July of the same year. - 

Both in Oaleutta and the mufassal malaria supplied the largest number 
of patients. Kala-azar was accountable for the next largest number, pro- 
viding more than three times the number in the previous triennium in 
Cuileutta and more than seven times than that in the districts. 

Excluding opening balance, the total receipts of classes I, I and TV 
institutions in Calcutta amounted to Rs. 88,80,529, as compared with 
Rs, 87,72,883 during the preceding trienniumn. Of this amount Government 
contributed Rs. 55,15,557 as compared with Rs, 61,40,717, while Re. 3,72,634 
was received from subscriptions and donations and Rs, 50,80,702 was spent 
on the upkeep of the Government institutions. 

The total income of the district institutions amounted to Rs. 62,80,943), 
while their maintenance cost Rs, 58,79,077. The local fund contributions 
were over 30 lakhs and those from municipalities were 6 lakhs. 


Indigenous and other systems of medicines.—The non-allopathic 
systems also showed a marked degree of activity. Forty homeopathic and 
14 Ayurvedic dispensaries were in operation in the triennium. ‘The namber 
of Unani dispensaries remained the same as in the previous triennium, viz., 
24 in number. 

The Tibbi and Ayurvedic Committee, which were convened by Govenn- 
ment in 1921, submitted their reports. ‘The recommendations of the Tibbi 
Committee were found unworkable and had to be shelved. ‘Ihe repont of 
the Ayurvedic Committee is still under the consideration of Government. 


Pasteur Institute.—The most outstanding event of the triennium was 
the establishment of a Pasteur Institute in Caleutta in 1924, ‘The institute 
at once leaped into popularity, and the steady influx of patients since appears 
to have more than justified its establishment. During the first seven months 
of its existence 1,995 pationts were treated, whereas in the second year the 
number receiving treatment swelled to 5585, é 


Nursing.—vhe now nurses quarters at the Medical Gollege Hospital 
were opened in 1923. The Surgeon-General easyer git ol 
applicants for the goneral and maternity training during the last three years 
was satisfactory and that it is now possible to maintain the staff at the 
maximum number allowed. The need of nursing arrangements is most 
keenly felt in the mufassal hospitals, but no organised system could be 
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introduced. for’ want, of funds. Mention may be made of the following 
hospitals in the mufassal which employed nurses in’ their hospital staff :— 
Fraser Hospital. Burdwan, Walker Hospital at Bolepur, Seranga’ Mission 
Hospital, the Mitford Hospital, Dacca, the Imambarab Hospital, Hooghly, the 
| Berhampore Sadar Hospital, the Mymensingh Sadar Hospital, the Chittagong 
General Hospital, the Darjeeling Victoria Hospital and the Kalimpong 
Mission Hospital. 
Arrangement has been made for the training of male nurses at the Suri 
Sadar Hospital, and a proposal is under consideration for the training of 
male nursing orderlies in the Campbell Hospital. 





Mental Hospitals.—On tho opening of the Indian Mental Hospital at 
Ranchi’in October 1925, the inmates of the Berhampore Central Mental 
Hospital were removed there during the year, while the transfer of patients 
from the Dacca Mental Hospital, which was also commenced soon after, was 
completed after the year was over. Both these institutions have been closed. 

The buildings at Ranchi have been completed at a great’ cost, and the 
pationts aro accommodated and treated there in accordance with up to date 
methods. The cost of the institution is shared between the Governments of 
Bengal and of Bihar and Orissa in the proportion of ths and th. 


Increased association of independent medical practitioners with 
Government hospitals,—In 1923, Government sanctioned the establishment 
of adepartment for the treatment and teaching of the diseases of the ear, 
nose and throat in the Medical College Hospitals, and a specialist who agreed 
to work without remuneration was appointed to be in charge. Further, the 
appointment of two independent inedical practitioners—Sir K. ©. Bose and 
Major H: Suhrawardy—was aiso sanctioned in this connection, A scheme has 
since been sanctioned by Government for the regular association of indepen- 
dent medical practitioners in the work of the institution. ‘The details of the 
scheme are under consideration, It is intended that after the preseribed 
course of training, these practitioners will attain the fall status of physicians 
and surgeons. in the hospital. 


Strengthening of the Medical College staff.—Anothor important depar- 
‘tre was made in streugthening the staff of the Medical College, Calcutta, by 
the creation of two additional appointments and throwing them open to two 
Senior officers of the Bengal Medical Service. 


Diseases. Malaria—As in the previous triennium, malaria counted the 
‘angest number of victims, the number treated being one-third of the total 
umber of patients attending dispensaries. Treatmout by injection of quinine 
salt met with satisfactory results. During the tricnniui 4,666 Ibs. of quinine 
Wore purchased by mufassal hospitals and dispensaries from the Juvenile Jail, 
Alipore, ata cost of Rs. 1,18.408. Quinine werth Re 5,05,339 was sold by the 
Jail through post offices in Bengal during tho years 1924 and 1995, Owing. to 
the high prico of the drug, the chronic poveriy of mufassal hospitals and dis- 
| Pensarios, and the high efficiency of cinchona in malaria, extensive use was 
| made of the residual alkaloids of cinchona febrifuge.

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Leprosy.—Chis diseasc is treated chiefly in the three leper asylums at 
Gobra, Kaniganj and Bankura, The first is maintained by Government, 
while the other two are managed by the Mission to Lepers helped by . 
Government contributions. \A}well-equipped boa ie Research Department 
has boon established in the School of ‘Tropical Medicine, Calcutta. ‘Tt is 
financed by the Indian Research Fund Association and the Tropical School 
Endowment Fund. Splendid results have been achieved as ‘the result of 
enquirios conducted in this department by Dr. E. Muir, M.b., F.R.0.8, RY 

Leprosy has now been proved to be highly amenable to treatment in its 
earlier stages, the great value of treatment in out-patients’ clinics has been 
demonstrated and improvements in treatment by Ohalmugra and Hydrocarpus 
derivatives have been effected. 4 i 

For the effective administration of the Lepers Act settlements with 
much larger accommodation for the detention and treatment: of lepers are 
nocessary, ‘The establishment. of a leper colony at Midnapore, the project 
Yor which has been administratively approved and the necessary land 
acquired, has, however, been held up on account of the unsatisfactory nature 
of the water-supply in the colony. The enquiry conducted in this regard by 
the Chief Engineer, Public Health Dopartinent, has not so far produced 
satisfactory results. It is intended to make further enquiries in the ensuing 
summer season. 


Venereal diseases.—There are out-patients’ clinics for the treatment 
of this disease in some of the Calcutta hospitals and in the Mitford Hospital 
at Dacca. The only special hospital for combating this disease is the 
Voluntary Venereal Hospital for females at Alipore. Asa result of the visit 
of the delegation from the British Social Hygiene Council, the arrangements 
for treating this disease in this Presidency have been found to be wnsatis- 
factory and comprehensive proposals for improvement. in this connection are 
under the consideration of the Surgeon-General with the Government of 
Bengal. 

Financial assistance from the public.—Goncrous donations from ‘the 
public continued to be received. Offers of liberal donations and subserip- 
tions, both from private individuals and local bodies, have been received in 
connection with the different projects for the establishment of medical 
schools in this province. Mention may be made of the legacy of over 
Rs, 50,000 left by Mrs. Joy Chandi Dutta for the comforts of the Indian 
patients in the Medical College and the Mayo Hospitals. 

_ Goncluding remarks.—The policy of giving aid to local ‘bodies to start 
dispensaries at the headquarters of thanas and in rural areas adopted by 
Government produced on the whole satisfactory results, though the sites have 
not in all cases been judiciously selected and the new dispensaries have not 
always been opened at the places where they are most needed. 

The contrast between the proportion of assistance given by Government 
and by local bodies, respectively, to institutions in Caleutta and the corres 
ponding ratio in the mufassal is glaring and calls for some remarks The 
Justification lies in the fact that patients are attracted from all parts of the 
province to the Caleutta hospitals where facilities for research and training 
of medical students are amply afforded, which tond to the benefit of ‘the whole 
province,

Character of the season.—The rainfall in September and the early part of October 
was idequate for the preparatory tillage and sowings whieh commenced at the normal 
Man “Dronght till the third week of December affected the growth of the early-sown 
Crops to some extent, Likewise heavy rainfall in the end of December and the middle of 
January und February. also proved detrimental to crops then maturing, On the other 
hand, iater crops benefited by this rainfall, On the whole the season may be regarded

The normal area under the different rabi crops in the Province dealt with 
in this forecast is estimated at 10,800 acres. The aren actually sown this year is 
reported to be 2,753,800 acres as against 2,735,600 acres last year. Of this, the aroa under 
Tuner (bore) rice is returned ut 408,200 acres as against 374,900 acres last year and that 
under {ovacco is 295,200 acres as against 293,400 acres last year. 









Outturn.—According to District Officers’ estimates, the outturn of the different rabi 
crops for the Province as a whole works out to 77 per cent. of the normal as against 
76 per cent, last year, the returns from the more important radi districts being as 
follow:

Summer rice and tobacco crops.—The outtura of summer rice according to 
district estimates is 72 per cent, of the normal as against the same figure last year, The 
gross yield of the crop for the Province on a basis of the normal yield of 14 maunds of 
clean grain per acre, is estimated at 151,200 tons this year as against 138,800 tons last 
year. 


‘The outturn of tobacco crop is estimated at 93 per cent. of the normal as against 92 
per cent. last year, ‘Taking 9 maunds as the normal yield of the crop per acre, the gross 
yield of the crop for the Province is estimated at 90,800 tons this year as against $9,200 
tons last year.

‘The survey and settlement reports for the year ending the 30th September 1926, 


During the year under report the Director, Eastern Circle, Survey of 
India, inspected the traverse work in the Sundarbans and the Direct Map 
Publication, inspected the Drawing and Map Reproduction Sections off the 
Bengal Drawing office with satisfactory results. Various valuable sugges- 
tions for improvement made by these expert officers are being carried out. 

2. The traverse parties surveyed an area of &30 square miles in 
Marshidabad and Birbhum and 824 square miles in the 24-Parganas.® The 
area sugveyed in the district of Birbhum offered no special difficulty, but the 
area in the 24~Parganas contained numerous tidal khals and scattered blocks 
of dense jungles on the border of the Sundarbans, which made progress 
aifficult. In Chittagong, the whole of the Cox's Bazar subdivision was 
traversed, the changes in the area since Allen's maps were prepared. haying 
been mugh more extensive than in the Sadar subdi sion, where the work 
begun from the stage of khanapuri. A special traverse survey was made 
of about 16"square miles of the Southern Salt Lake for the Corporation of 
Caleutta, which paid the cost. 

3. The major settlement operations were in full swing in the districts of 
Murshidabad, Birbhum and the 24-Parganas. The settlement operations of the 
districts of Bankura and Jessore were closed during the year whilst those of 
Khulna, Nadia and Pabna-Bogra reached their last Stages. No new district 

+ was undertaken during the year. 

4. Record-of-rights has now been completed in 46,915 square miles 
gout of the total area of 65,775 square miles in the province to whichthe 
Bengal ‘Tenancy Act applies, ‘I'he settlement maps and records continte to 
be utilized to a large extent in almost every branch of the administration. 
The receipts from sales of printed khatians and maps in the districts in 
which settlement was completed some years ago, are still going up, and no 
higher test could be had of the value of tie settlement records to the Courts 
a] the public,

8. ‘The capital expenditure of Rs. 15,175 during the year on the Grand 
Trunk Canal was partially incurred to meet payments on account of enhanced 
awards given by the Special Land Acquisition Jadge and for repairs to the 
“ Ronaldshay ” dredger. 


4. No capital expenditure was incurred during the year on the 
Midnapore Canal consisting of two weirs, one at Midnapore and the other at 
Panskura, 69°75 miles of main and branch canals used both for irrigation and 
navigation and 284°97 miles of distributaries. The area irrigated during the 
year was 75.698 acres as against 76,235 acres in the previous year and an 
average of 76,862 acres for the triennium ending March 1925. ‘The gross 
receipts and working expenses (direct and indirect) were Rs. 2,81,623 and 
Rs. 2,20.774, respectively, the result being a net revenue of Rs. 60,849 against 
a net revenue of Rs. 84,884 in the preceding year. The increased expendi- 
ture in maintenance was due to the silt clearance of the 7th reach. 


5. No capital expendityre was incurred on the Hijili Tidal’ Gamal which 
with the Terapakia pass khal, Palaboni khal and the khal leading to the 
Gewankhali lock entrance constitutes a navigation canal of 49} miles in 
length. The gross receipts and working expenses of the canal were 
Rs. 1,07,514 and Rs. 22,359, respectively, the result being a_net revenue of 
Rs, 85,15 as against Rs. 1,12,662 in the preceding year. The drop in the 
receipts is duc to less traffic on the canals. 


_ 6, The Calcutta and Eastern Ganals form a series of natural and 
artificial navigation channels extending for 834 miles for the purpose of 
maintaining communication between Calcutta and Eastern Bengal. The 
capital expenditure on the canals during the year was Rs. (—) 4,82,626 
(direct) inclusive of receipts on the capital account due to an accounts 
adjustment for value of land sod to the Calcutta Improvement Trust for, the 
Shambazar Park and for hire from dredgers, The gross recuipts and working 
expenses (direct and indirect) were Rs, 4,74.241 and Rs. 6,283,403, respectively. 
the result being a loss of Rs. 1,49,162 which is principally attributable 
the reconstruction of bridges over the canals round Calcutta. 


The Sunderbans Steamer Route has been treated as a separate projec! 
ike the Calcutta and Kastern Canals with effect from the pach 1924-25. 
ihe receipts and working expenses of the route were Rs.

in the 12th and 14th miles of the route. The gross receipts and working 
expenses (direct and indirect) were Rs, 3,79,729 and Rs. 2,20,558 respectively, 
the result being a net revenue of Re, 1,59,171 against Rs, 1,36,69. in the 
preceding year. The better result is due to a larger tonnage * using 
this route. 


8. The Orissa Coast Canal in tho Midna ore district is a navigation 
canal lying partly in the Bengal Presidency and. partly in the Province of 
Bihar and Orissa. ‘he receipts and working expenses for the portion within 
Bengal were respectively Rs. 39,365 and Re. 12,398, the balance of net.

Gondition of agricultural stock.—The condition of agriculrural stock was 
roporteil to be fair on the whole, Stray cases of cattle-disease however, was teported from 
nine districts. 

Failure of pasturage and fodder.—-No scarcity of fodder was reported from 
any part of the Province, 

VIII. Prices of food-grains,—Daring the second fortnight of the month the price 
of common rive of the cheapest quality rose in eight districts, fell in seven and remained 
stationary in the rest of the Province. It ranged from 5 seers per rupee in Rangpur 
to 7 seers S chittaks per rapee in Midnapore. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population.—The condition of agricultural popula- 
tion was, on ths whole, fair.

2, Agricultural Education. —The scheme for agricultural education in 
High English and Middle English schools on the Paujab lines, details of 
Nikch are given in the report, was finally approved by Government 
Miter the oloce of the year, Hands for the purpose have been provided 
wi the budget for the current finaneial year, and it is hoped to give effect 
to it as soon as possible, ; 

With regard to the scheme for higher agricnltnral education ut the 
proposed Agricultural Institute at Dacea, it has now been defiaitely decided 
{To proceed with the scheme and to construct the neoesse-ry buildings up to 
the minimum requirements as soon as funds are available, As the Royal 
Commission on Agriculture is expected to make valuable suggestions in 
regard to the scheme, it is proposed to await the recommendations of, the 
Royal Commission with regard 10 such questions as the standard of quali- 
flection for admission and collaboration with the Dacca University in the 
matter of the teaching of pure scieuce to the pupils of the institute, 

It is regrettable that the secondary agricaltural school at Dacca is 
languishing for want of poplar support. In the resolution on the depart- 
mental report for 1924-25 a hope was expressed that every possible step 
Would be taken to make the school more popular and to attract a sufficient 
humber of students to it, ‘The Hon’ble Minister considers that it is now 
time for reviewing the position of the school and for taking measures for 
increasing the usefulness of this institution, Hoe also trusts that the 








annual report of the Director of Agriculture will in future contain a 
detailed account of the working of the school. a 
3. Research and Experiment.--On the research side interesting 





experiments are being carried on in the Botanical (including Mycology 
and Entomology), Fibres, and Chemical sections. 

In the Botanical section improved races of departmental paddy have 
been evolved, and the problem of securing their general adoption in the 
agricultural practice in the localities suited to them has been engaging 
attention, Unlike jute seed the distribution of paddy seed is attended 
with diffenlties, In the first place, the cultivators keep their own seed 
and do not obtain a supply every year ; secondly, as several varieties of 
different durations and qualities are grown side by side, the seed rapidly 
gets mixed; and thirdly, owing to prohibitive cost of transport it is not 
possible to move paddy seed to. uny distance. To solve this problem a 
scheme has been inangurated for the orgunisation of small paddy seed 
farms through the agency of agricultural associations or influential eulti- 
vators. It is proposed to supply to these seed farms fresh seed every alter- 
nate year from Government farms and to multiply it for distribution in 
the locality, ‘Thirteen paddy seed farms were introduced in the districts 
of Dacca and Mymensingh during thé year. A commencement has also 
been made in other districts for which suitable departmental racés are 
available, 

It is reported that a fungus (Phytophthera) has been definitely ideati- 
fied as the cause of the betel-vine disease ; and it is hoped that it will now 
be possible to devise effective megns for combating the disease which has 
done considerable damage to the betel-vine crop in different parts of the 
province. 

Asa result of prolonged investigations it has been discovered that 
organic refuse, ey. sugarcane pith and leaves, weeds, waste straw, etc., 
when treated with cattle urine becomes immediately useful as plant food, 
being slightly richer in nitrogen than rotted cowdung. Svventy-three 
tons of this artificial farm yard manure have been prepared at the Dacca 
Farm out of the farm refuse, 

In the Chemical section sugarcane and tobacco continue to receive 
attention, Yellow Tanna cane und C, 0. 213 have continued to spread. 
During the year demonstrations of yellow Tanna were made in sugarcane 
growing localities with a view to introducing this variety in those areds. 
Tn the Jessore district demonstrations were given,on a working scale, of 
the value of liming the collecting pots and the efficiency of the McGlashan 
furnace for boiling date palm juice. “ 

In. the resolution on thé annual report for 1924-25 a reference was 
made to the steps taken for the collection of data with a view to drawing 
up a scheme of campaign against the water hyacinth pest. The necessary 
data have since been collected ; and experimental clearance operations 
have been undertaken in the Madaripur Heel area with conveyor 
Specially constructed for the purpose.

for the establishment of a district farm as also a dairy farm in this urea are 
at present under consideration. In the meantime it has been proposed by 
the Director of Agriculture to let out the area on the barya system which 
is in vogne in the Kishoreganj farm for the cultivation of improved crops 
suitable for the tract. A scheme for the establishment at Baraset of 
district farm for the 24-Parganas is also under consideration, 

In the district farms at Suri and Bankura important researches on 
paddy, cotton, rabi pulses and oil-seeds ns well as fodder crops are being 
conducted with a view to evolving crops suitable to the rolling upland 
tract in western Bengal, 

In the Kishoreganj farm which is ran in collaboration with cultivators 
oni modified barga system, a net profit of ubout Rs. 2,000 was obtained 
during the year at a total expenditure of Re. 2,570 including a capital 
expenditure of Rs. 1,087. 

The continued growth of private farms in the Presidency, Burdwan 
and Rajshahi Divisions, which numbered altogether 100 in’ the yaar, 
affords a striking proof of the snecess achieved by the department in 
introducing scientific agriculture in~the province. These farms are 
conducted under the advice of the officers of the Agriculture Department. 

At the Rangpur cattle farm as also at the Dacca farm the usnal 
programme for the improvement of the. breed of cattle was carried on, 
A Live-stock Kxpert has been recently appointed, It is hoped that under 
the expert guidance of this officer it will now be possible to make an 
udvance in the direction of popularising tbe pedigree bulls evolved by the 
department, The Hon'ble Minister in charge attaches great importance 
to the improvement of the breed of cattle in Bengal on which the im- 
provement of agriculture largely depends, and he will watch with interest 
the activities of the Live-stock Expert towards that end, 

With the provision of funds in the eurrent year’s budget for the 
appointnient of an Agricultural Engineer, it is hoped to tackle the impor- 
‘ant problem of agricultural engineering in the near future, 


5. Seed distribution.—Owing to the high prices of jute there was a 
heavy demand for departmental jute seed which it was found difficule to 
meet op uriug the year 110 tons of departmental jute seed were sold by 
the Agent for the sale of departmental seed, 

With the object of securing a rapid extension of the use of the improved 
races of jute the London Jute Association made a generous offer of a 
Sontribution of £1,500 for the free distribution of departmental jute 
seeds.

The Report on the working of the Co-operative Societies in Bengal for the year 
ending 80th June 1926, 


Administration.—Rai J. M. Mitra Bahadur held the office of Registrar 
throughout the year. There was no alteration in the strength of personnel 
of the superior controlling, staif during the year. Sines its close, separate 
office establishments have ‘been provided for the Assistant Registrars, 
Chittagong and Burdwan Divisions. The headquarters of the former shave 
been removed to Chittagong while the question of fixing a suitable hen 
quarters for the latter within his division is under consideration. The new 
arrangement should make for efficient working in these two divisions. The 
question of strengthening the Inspecting staff of the department is now’ undan 
examination in consultation with the Registrar: A temporary post of 
Inspector has been sanctioned since the close of the year for the organisation 
of societies for the consolidation of holdings. Twenty-five posts of auditora 
were added during the year. and since its close three more posts have been 
sanctioned for the audit of the anti-malarial societies which have been 
exempted from the payment of audit fees, bringing up the total number of 
auditors to 98. Further Strengthening of the audit staff has been deferred 
until it is found whether the proceeds of the audit fees after meeting the 
increased expenditure on account of the revision in the pay of auditors will 
leave any margin for the entertainment of additional staff. A scheme for the 
reorganisation of the service of auditors is under consideration, and provision 
has been made in the budget with a view to its introduction as soon as the 
teorganisation is sanctioned. 


. General progress of the movement.—Tho number of societies of all 
kinds increased from 11,081 to 12.819" or by 15% per cent., their total 
membership from $85,599 to 458,031 (17:4 per cent.) and their total working 
capital from Rs, 6,18,38,550 to Rs. 7,52.77,018 (21°7 per cent). The relatively 
‘atger accession to membership as compared with the addition. to the total 
number of societies is an evidence of the vitality and growth of the older 
“ieties, The expansion in the working capital, which more than kept pace 
with the increase in the number of societies and their membership, is also a 
‘itisfactory feature. Government share the Registrar's satisfaction at the 
pion Progress of the movement during the last quinquennium in which 
Period the number of societies, their total membership, and the actual cash 
faployed in. the movement have nearly doubled. The Hon'ble Minister 
Nusts that along with this rapid expansion there will be no relaxation. of 
forts for the internal improvement of the societics and for the consolidation

(c) Credit Societies.—The Agricultural Credit Societies now constitute 
87°3 per cent. of the total number of societies in the province. The improye- 
ment noticed in the preceding year in the working of these societies continued 
during the year under report, ‘The collections were better than in the 
preceding year and amounted to Rs, 79°89 lakhs or 4-5 per cont. as against 
Rs. 62°71 lakhs or 41°8 per, cent. The proportion of overdues declined to 
24'1 per cent. and is reported to have been the least in the last decade, 
The overdues are, however, still large enough to require continued attention, 
A satisfactory feature of the working of these societies is the steady increase 
‘A Sihe sooiety-ownod capital which has more than doubled during the last 
quinquenniam 





(ii) Agricultural purchase and purchase and sale societies.—During 
the year under report consi erable progress was made in organising societies 
for the purpose of carrying on the sale of agricultural produce on a large 
scale. The problem of joint sale of agricultural produce is full of difficulties, 
particularly in the case of jute, owing to the speculative element in the trade 
and the rapid fluctuations in prices. These difficulties, however, have not 
deterred the department in its efforts to overcome them, and as a result of the 
experience gained in connection with the working of the earlier societies, new 
societies are now being formed on a sufficiently large eeale to ‘handle 
a large quantity and to guarantee quality. The number of sale 
societies rose from 33 to 53, their membership from 5,337 to 9,565, 
their total working capital from Rs. 94,419 to Rs. 2,384,828. The jute 
sale societies have set up pressing machines, engaged competent managers, 
and havo, «ince the close of the year, been carrying on a large business direct 
with the mills and exporting firms in Calcutta. ‘They guarantee a good 
standard of assortment and packing under proper supervision. The Hon'ble 
Minister is pleased to note that these societies have made a good beginning 
and have within this short time been able to establish their marks with the 
mills. Paddy sale societies have also made satisfactory progress. In. order 

. to assist the sale organisations Government have undertaken to bear the 
cost of the supervising staff of several new societies of this class in their 
initial stages and to give a grant towards meeting the cost of a central 
godown established in Calcutta for the sale of the stock of the paddy sale 
societies, for the first three years. 


(cic) Irrigation societies.—The co-operative irrigation movement 
continued to progress though no new stream schemes were initiated during 
the year. The number of irrigation societies increased from 268 to 350 and 
the total area irrigated from 62.149 to 70,672 bighas. As usual the 
expansion occurred mainly in the districts of Bankura and Birbhum. 


(iv) Co-operative agricultural associations.—The number of agricul: 
tural associations rose from 20 to 21, their membership from 325 to 8,249 and 
their total working capital from Rs. 8,381 to Rs, 31,024. ‘They have mot yet 
emerged out of the stage of experiment, but Government trust that their 
working will continue to receive the special attention of the department. 


_ (v) Production and sale societies—Milk societies —The number of these 
societies increased from 68 to 74 out of which 71 are in the Barasat area 4) 
are federated to the Calcutta Milk Union. The Union was able, through the 
financial assistance received from the Caleutta Corporation, to ‘erect a fine 
and capacious Dairy fitted up with up-to-date plants for the purpost of 
pasteurising and treating milk, The milk gocieties haye*been able to Seu 
better terms for the producers who are primarily agriculturists and i 
whom cow-keeping is a secondary occupation. They have stimulated produc 
tion, and during the last quinquenaium the total yield has increased °° 
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than three times while the outturn per member has doubled. ‘The Union 
has also rendered considerable assistance in solving the difficult problem 
of pure milk supply to the city of Calcutta. The Hon'ble Minister notes 
with pleasure the excellént progress achieved by the milk union and its 
affiliated societies during the year of report, 





(ii?) The Naogaon Ganja Cultivators’ Co-operative Society, Limit 
This Society maintained its prosperity and continued to invest a part of its 
profits in schemes of public utility, 


(+) Non-agricultural societies.—Of the societies in this class, weavers’ 
societies now number 233. Among these the Bagerhat Co-operative Weaving 
Union has started a cotton mill. The organisation of a Silk Union at Malda 
with a wiew to rehabilitating the silk industry ona co-operative basis was 
initiated during the year. The stores movement showed a further weaken- 
ing and the total number of societies of this class fell off from 71 to 57. 


A noteworthy development during the year was the organisation of five 
womens’ co-operative societies (Mahila Samitis), The progress of these 
societies will be watehed with interest. 


Il. CENTRAL SOCIETIES. 


(i) Industrial unions.—There was no increase in the number of these 
Unions. The prosperity of the Dacca Union, which is now the foremost 
socioty of this class was fully maintained. ‘The Bankura Union experienced 
difficulty in disposing of its stock. 


(ci) Central banks.--hore was an increase of 7 central banks during 
the year bringing up the total number to 98, The total number of societies 
afiliated to them rose from 9,/46 to 11,152, paid up share capital from 
Rs. 25:29 lakhs to Rs. 29°57, reserve funds from Rs. 11-41 lakhs to 
Rs. 18:20 lakhs and their total working capital from Rs. 205 crores 
‘o Rs, 2°49 crores, ‘The total collection from societies rose from Rs. 85°47 
lakhs to Rs. 2°05 crores. ‘The central banks maintained sufficiont fluid 
resqurces and there was a general improvement in their working. 





(i) The Bengal Provincial Co-operative Bank, Limited.—Tho apex 
bank more than maintained its prosperity, The volume of its business was 
almost double of that in the preceding year and it had a turnover of Rs. 5 
crores during the year as against Rs, 2°5 crores in the preceding year. Its 
Profits rose from Rs, 69,646 to Rs. 1,435,645. The Hon'ble Minister has 
much pleasure in acknowledging the public spirit of Mr. B. N. Sircar, who 
has, at considerable sacrifice of his time, held the vost of Chairman of the 
Provincial bank during the last two years, 





(‘v) The Central Co-operative Anti-malarial Society.—'The expansion 
tf the anti-malarial movement was maintained during the year under report. 
The nimber of societies affiliated to the Central Society rose from 433 to 
869 out of which 268 societies or 30 por cent. were registered ne against 
98 Societies or 22°6 per cent. in the preceding year. It is hoped that the 
Proportion of registered societies will show a further increase. ‘These 
*ccieties have been generally doing useful work in promoting rural health and

During the year under’ review the Commission held 12, meetings, 
expended much time and thought in keeping abreast of the general 
trend in the scientific use of fuel and the latest achievements in indus: 
trial and domestic smoke abatement. In view of the high death-rate 
in Caleutta from respiratory diseases, an important cause of which is 
the smoke nuisance, the Commission appointed Sub-Committees for 
the re-organisation of the Department. ‘The recommendations of the 
Sub-Committees were generally accepted and have resulted in sub- 
stantial increase of efficiengy of the Department. ‘The average emission 
from each factory chimney last year was the equivalent of 1-19 minutes 
of dense black smoke per hour. ‘This year it has been reduced to “98 


minutes, which is the lowest on record. 


Index figures are never convincing, but the result is that the daily 
emisson of black amoke has been seduced by nearly 8,000 minutes 
In 1906, when the Commission assumed control, ap it emission of 
black smoke was 200,000 minutes.

‘Smoke Nuisance. 


One-fifth of the total death-rate in Calcutta is due to' diseases of 
the breathing organs. Medical authorities state thatthe smoke 
nuisance increases the death-rate from such diseases in all stages of 
life, lower#the public health and renders it susceptible to other diseases, 

‘The smoke nuisance reduces the fertility of the soil by over 50 per 
cent. and poisons the food-supply. Cows fed on grass or hay grown 
in suoke-infested districts retain their economic milk-giving qualities 
tor a very short period. and this increases the price of the milk. The 
milk has a low ratio of lime to phosphoric acid and children fed on such 
milk suffer from rickets, The sulphurous gases of the smoke nuisence 
corrodes masonry buildings, ‘This damage is not limited to. smoky 


cities, but extends far into the surrounding country, as the wind carries ‘ 


the corroding gases. It also destroys the property of the community. 
Jn Manchester the yearly laundry bill for this alone is nearly 38 lakhs 
of rupees, The total annual cost of the smoke nuisance to Great 
Britain is 60 crores of rupees. 


The profession of combustion en, ‘neering, which is the product of 
the last 2 or 3 decades, has provided the means for the economic: 
solution of smoke abatement. In the last 2 centuries of intensive 
factory industrialism smoke nuisance has been responsible for many 
millions of stunted lives and aC. 3. industrial population, which, to be 
maintained at that, had to be continuously reinforced with’ fresh 
material from the rural districts. 


There being then, apparently, no solution, the sufferers advocated 
removing the factories outside town limits. |This Proposal has been 
discussed from every angle throughout the world. Apart from. the 
fact that the operatives would still work in the smoky atmosphere, it is 
not accepted as a general solution, as, among other reasons, the wind 
in a favourable direction carries the impurities into the town. A local 
example of this occurs when the impurities from the mills beyond the 
town limits, both to the south and north, are discharged into Calcutta, 
us the wind has'a northernly or southernly drift. Much progress has 
heen made since then, and such ideas are not considered as practical 
politics.

In the course of time it was realised that the domestic smoke nuisance 
was the greater offender. The endeavours of the Commission to re- 
organise the Department so that it could at least make a beginning 
on the domestic and kindred low-lying smoke, which is so deadly to 
the public health of Caleutta, will be reviewed under sts appropriate 
section. 





Improved Organisation for detecting Offenders. 


‘The first step in smoke abatement is to know the quantity of amoke 
emitted, the chimneys that emit it, and to get into touch with the 
installations. During the year under report the Chief and Assistant 
Inspectors made 18,825 observations of smoke and 5,023 inspections 
and tests of installations for instructional purposes, against 14442 and 
3,710, respectively, for the previous year, 


The next step is to secure netion by the owners to prevent the 
Tepetition of offences. ‘The Commission report offences to the owners 
for their departmental action, provided such action is satisfactory. 

e Commission is poperel to show that smoke can be reduced with 
ronomy, or indicate the defects that prevent this, Duting the year 
4.170 such offences were re , against 2,759 for the previous year, 
and the Commission grateful nowledge the beneficial results of the 
action taken by the owners iy was generally taken at once.

Improved Methods are Gilt-edged Investments. 


One of the large stations in Calcutta adopted improved methods, 
and engaged Combustion Engineers. The annual’ saving in the fuel 
bill is about 3 lakhs of rupees, and the chimneys are now practically 
smokeless. In another station, where matters were brought to a head 
through the impecvet methods of smoke observation, the owners are 
considering modernisation, estimated to cost about Rs. 83,000. The 
annual saving is expected to be Rs. 62,000. 





Complaints from the Public. 


‘The public continues to apply freely for relief to the Commission. 
During the year 48 complaints were received, against 59 for \se previous 
year. In some cases the complaints were petty, but relief was given 
wherever possible. In addition, many references were received froin 
various municipalities, necessitating in many cases careful tests and 
lengthy observations; also requests for assistance were received from 
districts outside the controlled area, in which cases advice was for- 
warded. 


Smoke from Steamers and Other Marine Craft. 


Steamers and other marine craft in Caleutta are generally moored 
near residential houses, through which passes the smoke, soot and 
sulphurous gases from their low funnels. The conditions in a marine 
stokehold are always trying, sometimes unnecessarily so through faults 
in the original design, 

Tn a steamer that gave excessive smoke it appeared that superheaters 
have been put inside the already small boiler tubes, destroying the 
draft and reducing the steaming capacity of the boilers. At sea it 
appeared to have been a continual struggle for steam with black smoke 
all the way from port to port. Had arrangements been made, as they 
should have been, to overcome the draft resistance, the economy and 
steaming capacity of the boilers would have been improved, the smoke 
would have been reduced and the inhuman stokehold conditions under 
which the Engineer officers and the stokehold crew operate would never 
have existed. 

In two steamers, each fitted with forced draft and built hy firms 
of high repute, the chimneys were too small to remove the hot gases, 
making the stokeholds unbearably hot in the tropics. These steamers 
are now working with natural draft, the parts of the original forced 
draft equipment having been removed, or lost. 

During the year a large fleet, that has its headquarters in Europe, 
gave considerable trouble as regards smoke. To secure compliance 
with the Act by prosecutions in detail would have been unsatisfactory. 
‘The home owners were requested to arrange that the fleet should comply 
with the smoke requirements, on the usual understanding that. in 
cases of difficulty the mission would reduce the smoke economically, 
or indicate the defects that prevented this. This fleet now complies 
with the requirements of the Smoke Act. 


A Jute Mill Lesson, Dally Coal reduced from 60 to 28 Tons. 


Recently in a large jute mill in Caloutta, the ittery of hand- 
fired Lanchashire bofieed were replaced with new sy the same size 
and type. The new boilers were fitted with air pre-heaters for heating 
the air used in burning the coal, and steam super-heaters for drying 
the steam. "Arrangements were installed for indicating the and 
emperatures throughout the installation, and the quantity off steam 
produced. But the same old steam engine was retained. 





i reduced the daily: about 60 to 88 tons— 
a handsome reduction—and was what could reasonably. be expected from 
such ‘pre-heating and super-heating. ‘The next. sta was interesting, 
and brought out the high technical abilities of the ngineer in develop. 
ing the scientific utilization of fuel. \Coutbustion indiaton were fitted 
to arrivelut the correct fuel-air ratio, an induced draft fan was fitted to 
increase ‘nnd ensure ‘the better regulation of dra » the amount 
of air delivered above the furnaces was increased, investigations were 
to secure the highest furnace temperatures and the ‘hect mixing 

of the furnace gases, all of which, in the aggregate, reduced the con- 
sumption to 28 tons. 

pgetis mill now burns an inferior grade of coal, and through the 

ifference in price and the smaller quantity used, the savings will 
recover, the cost of the whole plant within 24 years. ‘The Poisonous ; 
smoke from this chimney at one time stretched across Caleutta, shedding 
impurities all the way. Tt is now practically smokeless. And, with 
the ‘better combustion, the emall quantity of smoke now emitted ix 
comparatively harmless to public health. A feature of thie achievement 
is that it has been effected by hand-iring, with Indien firemen, What | 
has been done in one installation can be done tw others, both land 
and marine. 





. Other Methods of using Cheap Coal. 


About the same time that this air pre-heating installation was put 
down, another jute mill of about the same size also fitted an installation 
for burning cheap coal. The principal features of this installation 
are steam jets in the ash-pit and specially arranged fire<bars This 
installation financially fistifies itself, as with the improved draft caused 
by the steam jete a cheaper grade’ of fuel is ‘used, though there is 
practically no reduction in the total quantity. As there is no arrange- 
ment for air distribution and mixing of the gases, there is always 
trouble with smoke. ‘This mill uses ‘about 50 fone ‘a, day, against 28 
tons for the pre-heated air installation, 





Latest Methods of using Cheap Coal, 


In @ large jute mill that is being reconstructed, the owners have 
decided to adopt steam turbines of the latest type, suitable for bleeding 
the steam for process work, with air pre-heators, economisers, super- 
heaters and Lancashire boilers, but with important modifications, In 
long Lancashire boilers, it is realised that the last 5 or 6 feet, at the 
Kar end, is not of much use for extracting heat and making ‘steam, 
Accordingly, in the new installation, the boilers are much shorter than 
the standard type. The gases leave the boilers at a higher temperature 
than usual, and the heat is more efficiently extracted by the better

Gas Appliances solve the Domestic and Other Low-lying Smoke 
Nulsances. 


‘The most deadly of the smoke nuisances is the low-lying smoke 
discharged at ground level from over a quarter of a million domestic 
fire-places, tens of thousands of tea-shops, eatin houses, sweetmeat-

Put in Caleutta all such smoke is discharged at ground level; the com- 
munity live in and have to breath th corrosive and poisonous sulphur- 
ous gases, Until such conditions are improved there can be no reason- 
able reduction in the death-rate from respiratory diseases, or a reason- 
able standard of public health secured. The remedy is the use of 
smokeless gas appliances. 

During the year, 1415 gas appliances—comprising 514 water-heating 
geysers, 578 cookers, 248 boiling rings, 75 miscellaneous appliances 
for cooking and industrial purposes—were connected to the mains of 
the Oriental Gas Co., Ltd., who also state that they have fitted gas 
appliances in nearly all the smaller buildings erected in the city during 
the year. 

‘Twelve years ago there were only 100 gas appliances in use; now 
there are 10,000, These gas appliances prevent the annual discharge 
‘of about 1,800 tons of soot and 700 tons of sulphuric gases into the 
atmosphere of Calcutta. 











The High Price of Gas prevents the Use of Gas Appliances. 


Cheap gas is a necessity for Calcutta. It says much for the energy 
of the officers of the Oriental Gas Co, that 10,000 gas appliances have 
been fitted and sept in service, notwithstanding the high price of the 
local gas. But there should be over a quarter of a million of gus 
appliances in Caleutta, If the Oriental Gas Co. could see its way to 
‘an immediate and a reasonable reduction in the rates, everyone woul 
use gas. There would be an improved blic health, and Calcutta 
would be well on the way to enjoying the Penefits of a smokeless city 


Re-organization of the Department. 


_ The Commission.—To increase efficiency, it was decided that the 
Commission should be in direct contact with the public and the owners 
and acquire practical knowledge of the many questions that arise in 
the art of smoke abatement, Accordingly, it was arranged that each 
member in turn, once a fortnight, \shquld visit the areas with the 
Chief Inspector, and that the larger questions should be. settled by 
conferences between the Commission and those coucerned. It felt 
incompetent to deal with the many public health questions that arise, 
unless with the assistance of a Medical authority. Accordingly, 
Government was requested to sanction the appointment of the ‘Director 
of Public Health, Bengal, as a member of the Commission. i

‘The Central Smoke Observatory, from which nearly all the fac’ 
chimneys throughout the area can be observed, was brought into pases hd 
tion at the beginning of the year. It was afterwards fitted with « 
telephone to effect rapid contact with offenders. This system nearly 
doubled the number of offences detected. It showed that there is a 
floating force of 40 to 50 chimneys that’ are always bad—not always 
the same chimneys, as when some are put right, others get bad; that 
the Inspectorate could not efficiently control the area co maintain the 
requil contact with installations to effect efficient Preventive work 
in securing its being kept in such condition and so operated as to 
Prevent excessive smoke; and that more modern means should: te 
provided for locating the defects in the plants. The Commission decided 
that the i pana should be relieved from making smoke observations, 
as in a modern Smoke Department they should be confined to thei: 
legitimate duties of the engineering part of inspection and preveniire 
work, and that the smoke observing should be done by smoke observers, 
Government was accordingly requested to netion the appointment of 
2 smoke observers who, by a.system of watches, will keep the chimneys 
of factories and steamers continually under observation, 


The Office.—To enable the office to deal with the increased volume 
of work, it was reorganised ; unnecessary work was abolished and records 
were re-arranged to give better control. ‘The system of despatching 
letters was improved, so as to avoid re-addressing; the use of ‘envelopes 
was abolished and the cost of postage was reduced. 


Fixan1x, in this report it is notf possible to review all the aspects of 
the smoke nuisance. The Commission desire to record their grateful 
thanks to the Sub-Committees for their investigation and to the owners 
for their co-operation and valuable sngpostions and their appreciation
